How we deal with these 
challenges determines our charac¬ 
ter. It was those "hardened" people 
who speak the truth regardless of 
others opinions, that built the 
"American Dream" that we enjoy. 

An American Dream 

Easy access to power is the lifeblood 
of the United States in the 20th cen¬ 
tury. The rapid development of 
transportable electrical power 
(marked by Tesla's achievement in 
harnessing Niagara Falls) set off an 
unprecedented surge of prosperity 
Energy intensive industries such as 
Aluminum Company of America 
(ALCOA) were able to be started 
only because of the availability of 
cheap electrical power in massive 
quantities. 

The development of household ap¬ 
pliances spurred the demand for 
electrical energy in the homes. 
Today's modem lifestyle requires 
that energy be provided to heat and 
cool the homes, refrigerate food, 
lighting, as well as a variety of 
household and maintenance tasks. 

Finally, electricity has fueled the 
communications industry by allow¬ 
ing the development and spread of 


radio and television. Later, the home 
computers made their debut and in 
some cases are now considered 
necessities. 

The Reliable Grid 

In response to the growing demand 
for energy, the electric utilities have 
developed a reliable, efficient sys¬ 
tem of delivering power to an 
enormous area. Furthermore, over 
the years utilities have built a huge 
electrical grid virtually covering the 
United States. Now, energy from 
one part of the country can be 
wheeled into another part of the 
country easily and efficiently. 

Aesthetically, the grid is ugly with 
its poles in the air and wire strung 
out all over the place. It can be dan¬ 
gerous to the unwary during a storm 
as wires are blown down. Finally, 
when it is disrupted, huge—even 
multistate re¬ 
gions — can be 
blacked out. 

(Note: Colorado 
Springs is recognized as having the 
most reliable electric systems in the 
US. ALL new developments there 
have underground systems which 
avoid most of the major problems.) 

Some industries require that power 
be supplied even in the event of a 
blackout (ie. hospitals). Many of 
those companies have backup sys¬ 
tems consisting of batteries, fuel 
cells, and onsite generators. These 
systems are generally designed to 
operate for fairly short periods until 
power from the grid is restored. In 
the event of an extended power out¬ 
age lasting days, weeks, or months, 
it is unlikely that many of them 


would be sustainable during the en¬ 
tire period. 

With such a reliable power source, 
one would wonder why anyone 
would want to be off the grid. Much 
of the desire comes from a high util¬ 
ity bill every month. In the rural 
areas, utilities charge extra to ex¬ 
tend their power lines to the more 
remote, less populated areas. Fi¬ 
nally, our American tradition has 
fostered a keen sense of self-reli¬ 
ance and independence. Being 
dependent on the grid for one's en¬ 
ergy requirements puts one at the 
mercy of the power companies. 

Y2K Problem 

With the year 2000 rapidly approach¬ 
ing, the reliability of the power 
companies electric grid will be called 
into question. Recently, an inherent 
design flaw in early microcircuits 
has been exposed. Known as the 
Y2K problem, this flaw will mani¬ 
fest itself in the year 2000 when 
many microchips will cease to func¬ 
tion due to the inability to rollover 
from "99" to "00". Although some 
have expressed concern for the 
havoc it will wreak in the financial 
world, the real 
danger is with 
the utilities. 

Whereas the 
banking world have been able to 
solve their problems through rewrit¬ 
ing computer code (software) and 
upgrading their systems, the utilities 
have a much more substantial physi¬ 
cal problem. 

Consolidated Edison utilizes com¬ 
puter control circuits for their 
switching substations. The control¬ 
lers have faulty programming (a 
"bug") burned into some of the mi¬ 
crocircuits that will not let them 
operate after 1999. Because the bug 
is in firmware (not reprogrammable 
software). In order to fix the prob¬ 
lem, all the controllers need to have 
new microchips installed. This is not

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an easy task, and is physically im¬ 
possible to complete before 2000. 

Furthermore, the microcircuit tech¬ 
nology has advanced so far that the 
older technology is virtually unavail¬ 
able at reasonable prices. The most 
cost efficient solution is to redesign 
the controllers and then go into the 
field and replace them. The units will 
end up being compact, efficient and 
easier to maintain, but when one 
considers the deadline of Decem¬ 
ber 31,1999 it becomes apparent 
that there may not be sufficient time 
to thoroughly test the circuits before 
placing them in the field. 

The current proposed solution is to 
switch all of the power control sys¬ 
tems to manual control prior to 
midnight on December 31,1999 and 
attempt to keep the power grid run¬ 
ning long enough to replace the 
controllers. Con Edison is not alone 
in this battle as many other power 
companies use the Con Ed control¬ 
lers. Thus our beloved power grid 
is at a grave risk. 

Other Y2K Concerns 

We are so dependent of the electric 
grid, it is a national security risk. If 
you want to destroy a country, the 
easiest method is to destroy its in¬ 
frastructure. It is the number one 
method the military uses when it 
wages a war. The Persian Gulf war 
amply illustrated how vulnerable 
utilities are to massive airstrikes. 
Furthermore, the vulnerability of 
utilities makes them a prime target 
for terrorists. 

Cities are particularly vulnerable to 
power outages. When the power 
goes out in the cities for whatever 
reason, people revert to primitive 
behavior and go on the rampage 
with rioting, burning, and looting. I 
have been informed that in major 
cities, the rule of thumb is 7.5 min¬ 
utes for serious looting to breakout 
after the power goes out. The civil 
unrest is initially more dangerous 


than the long effects of food short¬ 
ages (no refrigeration), fuel 
shortages (no fuel pumps), and dis¬ 
rupted communications (no radio, 
television, or telephones). 

Businesses cease to function in such 
areas. Even if employees were able 
to get to work, they would be un¬ 
able to use copiers, fax machines, 
COMPUTERS and a host of other 
office equipment. Orders would be 
impossible to place or fulfill. 

In short, although cities provide easy 
access to an immense number of 
goods and services, they are depen¬ 
dent on public services (electric, 
water and telephone) to keep them 
functioning. When any of these are 
disrupted, chaos breaks out putting 
everyone’s life at risk. 

For these reasons, I encourage my 
friends to move to the country and 
become self-sufficient. Currently, I 
live in the Sonoran Desert far 
enough from the Phoenix metropoli¬ 
tan area to be able to use its 
facilities, but remote enough to be 
out of harms way if problems arise. 

Our New Facility.. 

We will soon be breaking ground on 
a new facility for Exotic Research. 
The future facility will be designed 


for total self-sufficiency with re¬ 
gards to energy requirements. We 
will be publishing material on our 
efforts, techniques, and tests of 
equipment used for this endeavor, in 
future issues of Exotic Research 
Report.

The facility will feature a machine 
shop, electrical workshop, and au¬ 
tomotive service area. We will be 
testing various power inventions and 
be able to determine their viability 
as alternative sources of power for 
the home. One section of the build¬ 
ing will be electrically isolated in 
order that a full scale load can be 
tested without interruption to the re¬ 
mainder of the facility. 

In addition to helping us get off the 
national power grid (which will be 
our backup power system), we will 
be better able to help our members 
increase their energy independence 
as well. This project will give us a 
hands-on background from which to 
give our opinions from. We invite 
anyone who claims to have a work-

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ing device to bring it to our new fa¬ 
cility for testing and possible 
installation. 

Heating and Cooling 

Our current facilities have served 
their purpose and have highlighted 
some of the problems of desert liv¬ 
ing that we must address. Heating 
and cooling is at the top. At this 
point, we have neither. 

In the Sonoran Desert, tempera¬ 
tures of 120°F are common in the 
summertime and the winter lows hit 
the high 30s. To combat the heat, it 
is not uncommon in Arizona to have 
electric bills of $400 or more for air 
conditioning alone. It is therefore of 
prime importance that we be able 
to reduce the energy impact of cool¬ 
ing... and the best way is to not allow 
the heat to enter the building in the 
first place. 

Typical houses use insulation in the 
walls and ceiling. We will be using 
straw bale construction techniques 
for our facility. Although the walls 
will be extraordinarily thick, the in¬ 
sulating power is superb (~R110+) 
and will virtually eliminate heat trans¬ 
fer through the walls. In effect, we 
expect it to be nearly as good as liv¬ 
ing underground. 

Of course, we don't want to live like 
moles so we will be putting in win¬ 
dows... always a source of energy 
transfer. Window space will be kept 
to a minimum and use triple plane 
glass at this reading. This may 
change as we get further down the 
road with our window research. 

This leaves the remaining hot spot 
from the exterior... the roof. To 
maximize cooling effects, we plan 
on high ceilings with a sloping roof 
and a sun activated fan at the peak. 
The roof will be coated with a ce¬ 
ramic based paint with a high albedo 
(reflectivity) factor. It is our opin¬ 
ion that this will substantially reduce 
cooling requirements to the heat 


generated inside by the office equip¬ 
ment, lighting and people. 

We will be experimenting with a 
new radical passive approach to 
maintain a floor temperature of 50° 
without heating or air conditioning. 
If this is attained, the floor will sta¬ 
bilize the interior room temperature 
regardless of outdoor temperatures. 

Lighting 

One of the earliest uses of electric¬ 
ity was for lighting. The style of 
the building that we will be con¬ 
structing mandates plenty of high 
quality light. As a matter of 
economy (keeping in mind a possible 
shortage of bulbs) we favor long¬ 
life full spectrum fluorescent lights. 
Although initially more expensive, 
long life bulbs save energy and re¬ 
duce maintenance costs. 

Lighting also adds to the air condi¬ 
tioning load. By reducing the amount 
of heat that a light source produces, 
one can significantly lower air con¬ 
ditioning requirements. With 
fluorescent lighting this is easily 
achieved with the installation of high 
frequency ballasts. By boosting 
60Hz household frequency to 
25kHz, the ballasts run cooler (ie 
"skin effect"). Additionally, the fluo- 


A major feature of these high fre¬ 
quency electronic ballasts is the 
tremendous reduction of mainte¬ 
nance costs. Anyone who has had 
to maintain a commercial building 
knows that ballasts have to be re¬ 
placed quite frequently because they 
et hot and bum out. Electronic bal¬ 
lasts run cooler and can have a forty 
year warranty! 

In future issues of the Report, we 
will be covering the lighting issue in 
depth and where to get them. 

Refrigeration 

Refrigeration and freezing of food 
is one of the most critical uses of 
electricity. This was driven home by 
the recent loss of our refrigerator 
and loss of the food stored in it. One 
can imagine the results of the loss 
of electricity to a supermarket or re¬ 
frigerated warehouse. 

We plan on building a Cosmic Cooler 
as invented by Sonne Ward to replace 
conventional refrigeration and air con¬ 
ditioning. The Cosmic Cooler, a large 
capacitor, built on Sacred Geometry 
principles is like a highly charged elec¬ 
tron donor. It has an average 
temperature of 50°F with a mean hu¬ 
midityreading 116% without moisture 
condensing on the ceiling or walls. 



footings and is integrated into the construction of the house itself. 
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This allows us to independently verify 
Sonne's claims. If it performs as Sonne 
claims it does, we should have no prob- 
lems storing fresh produce for 
extended periods of time. 

Water 

One of the critical requirements for 
life itself is a stable water supply. 
Most pumps used in fixed facilities 
are electrical. During the Y2K cri¬ 
sis, if the electrical supply is cutoff, 
then the water supply is at risk. 
Municipalities will be unable to pro¬ 
vide water due to a lack of pumping 
capabilities. 

Locally, many residents here (my¬ 
self included) haul water to their own 
cisterns, from which it is pumped into 
their dwellings. We face a triple 
threat... no electricity for local wa¬ 
ter suppliers to pump it out of the 
ground, no fuel for the vehicles haul¬ 
ing the water, and finally, no 
electricity at our residences to pump 
it out of our cisterns. 

My plans include drilling a well on 
our property and installing an el¬ 
evated 10,000-gallon water tank. By 
coating the tank with thermal paint, 
it will stay cold. The weight of the 
water and elevation will provide suf- 
ficient pressure throughout the 
system without a pump. Finally, a 
small engine equipped with a GEET 
device will be on standby as a 
backup to the electrical pump. 

Basic Principles 

of Self-Reliance 

Summing everything up, our basic 
philosophy is: conservation first. By 
dramatically reducing energy re¬ 
quirements, one reduces his 
dependence on the grid making it 
easier to replace the energy with a 
backup system... alternative or oth¬ 
erwise. Creativity is essential! 

I sincerely hope that the year 2000 
is just another year. If it does, those 
who take the proper precautions will 
find themselves ready for any fu-

A Need for Steam 

One of the biggest difficulties in the 
operation and testing of a steam tur¬ 
bine is the availability of testing 
facilities. It may be possible to find 
a location where steam power is 
available but there is typically no 
way to properly load the turbine. 
Conversely, a facility may be found 
that has the capability of providing 
the required load but then there is 
no steam supply. This was the di¬ 
lemma faced by John Pickard after 
the construction of several differ¬ 
ent Tesla type, bladeless disk 
turbines. Toward the resolution of 
this problem a project was em¬ 
barked upon, now complete, 
assembling a complete test stand 
employing both load and steam sup- 
ply. 

The purpose of the machinery is to 
investigate the possibility of driving 
a Tesla turbine in a unique configu¬ 
ration for a possible application 
existing in New York City. One of 
the requirements was for the gas 
pressure to be less than eleven 
pounds per square inch. Most tur¬ 
bines have very high gas pressures. 
If the gas pressures are higher, it is 
a regulatory requirement to have a 
full time technician on duty. 

The reason a low pressure system 
is being investigated is because 
there are many apartment buildings 
in New York City which are sup¬ 
plied by steam, via an old central 
steam distribution infrastructure that 
dates back to when Tesla was do¬ 


ing testing at the Edison Waterside 
Station. The Edison utility has ad¬ 
vised the apartment building owners 
that sometime in the year 2,000 they 
are discontinuing their steam supply, 
abandoning the maintenance of the 
steam infrastructure. The apart¬ 
ment building owners are therefore 
being forced to find new ways to 
heat their buildings. 

There is also a demand for electric 
power, as it is very expensive on the 
east coast. The idea was to pro¬ 
duce hot water and steam with a 


turbine genset, 
thus allowing production of electric¬ 
ity in small packages while providing 
for a building’s heating requirements. 

The boiler is not very efficient in this 
unit because it is small and there¬ 
fore a compromise, but it does 
provide high pressure steam, allow- 
ing the establishment of a 
performance base line for the tur¬ 
bine. The New York project could 
be successful with properly designed 
heat exchangers and steam gener¬ 
ating components. 


The most economical of the present prime movers is the Diesel engine. But, 
quite apart of many practical and commercial drawbacks, inseparable from this 
type, it is entirely dependent on comparatively expensive oil, so that the Tesla 
Gas Turbine, working with much cheaper fuel, would have the better in com¬ 
petition even if its efficiency as a thermodynamic transformer were appreciably 
lower, all the more so in view of its greater mechanical perfection. Nikola Tesla

The generator on this unit is a sur¬ 
plus high speed B52 aircraft unit, 
operated at only 11,000 rpm for 
safety reasons, though the turbine 
can operate safely at much higher 
speeds. Optimal turbine speed is ap¬ 
proximately 18,500 rpm. This R&D 
unit is a “combined cycle” turbine 
that incorporates a central low pres¬ 
sure runner section, fed directly by 
combustion waste gases, as well as 
dual high pressure steam input sec¬ 
tions, at each side of the runner. 


Following is a brief explanation of 
the operational configuration of the 
turbine test stand. 

The first component, as tested, is a 
positive displacement rotary blower 
(Fig 6) connected to a two inch line 
that feeds in the combustion air. An 
air bypass valve or “blow out tube” 
was used in the early stage of de¬ 
velopment. It would bypass air in 
order to be able to start the burner 
without blowing out the flame. The 
bugs are now worked out so that the 
burner starts instantly without the air 
bypass requirement. Note the pres¬ 


sure gage (visible in Fig 1 &5) for read¬ 
ing incoming pneumatic pressure. 

The air inlet is connected to a coni¬ 
cal diffuser section that slows the 
velocity and increases pressure. A 
stainless steel flange connects this 
diffuser to the burner manifold. A 
feed line supplies propane gas 
through this flange into the burner 
jets. A gage is visible above the 
stainless steel flange which indicates 
the propane fuel pressure. Beyond 
this flange is the burner section 
which contains a high temperature 
ceramic refractory lining. 
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Fig. 3 



Adjacent to this area, mounted to 
one side, is a high voltage ignition 
box, containing a spark coil and ig¬ 
nition switch. A wire connects from 
this box to a spark plug protruding 
through the burner housing wall. 

The next section is a duct tube coil 
boiler. It uses about 120 feet of 
coiled tube, 1/2" schedule 40 steel 
pipe. The main burner tube is eight 
inches in diameter. There are two 
jacked cavities beyond the main in¬ 
side barrel. 

The unit employs a 2 hp, three phase, 
220 volt 3,450 rpm boiler feed wa¬ 
ter pump, supplying ten gallons per 
minute flow @ 200 psi. The feed 
water pump gets its water from the 
large tank structure under the tube 
boiler. This pedestal base serves 
four purposes: It supports the 
bumer/boiler; is a water reservoir 
for the steam boiler; acts as a muf¬ 
fler; and heat exchanger. 

Water that feeds the reservoir tank, 
which is the input for the feed wa¬ 
ter pump, at atmosphere, is just city 
water. The only treatment is ac¬ 
complished by passing the water 
through an allotropic water treat¬ 
ment cell. This cell changes the 
molecular polarity of the minerals in 
the water so that they will not ad¬ 


here to the components of the boiler 
tubes and turbine. 

The feed water pump takes water 
from the tank and feeds the outer 
jacket of the tube boiler. The water 
then transfers through a hole to the 
inner jacket, thus preheating the wa¬ 
ter before it is fed to the boiler coils. 

The steam coils are wrapped around 
a flame several feet long, generated 
by the burner. The burner exhaust 
does not go directly to atmosphere, 
as in a conventional steam tube 
boiler, but travels through a cone at 


the end of the tube. This then feeds 
into a 1 -1/2 inch pipe supplying the 
“low pressure,” center section, of 
the turbine runner (see photos). To 
prevent excessive back pressure, 
wider disk spaces are employed in 
the 1-1/2 inch central portion of the 
turbine runner which is fed by the 
output of the combustor. 

The turbine runner is a total of 4 
inches wide. The outer 1 inch sec¬ 
tions of the runner are constructed 
using narrower disks and spacers 
and are fed with high pressure

steam from the steam coil output. 
The end disks on each side of the 
runner are 1/4 inch thick. The cen¬ 
ter runner section employs .06 inch 
disks and spacing, while the high 
pressure outer sections of the run¬ 
ner use .03 inch thick disks and .03 
inch spacings. The next issue, #15, 
of the Tesla Engine Builders As¬ 
sociation (TEBA) newsletter will 
contain photographs detailing the 
turbine’s internal construction. 

There is a pressure gage at the low 
pressure inlet to the turbine (output 
of the burner). It indicates approxi¬ 


mately 8 psi when the turbine is run¬ 
ning. It is interesting to note that the 
turbine will operate and produce sev¬ 
eral horsepower using only the 
output of the low pressure burner 
section which provides just 8 psi of 
inlet pressure to the turbine. 

There is also a temperature gage at 
the low pressure turbine input. The 
gas temperature, after giving up 
some of its heat to the steam coils, 
has been operated as high as 1,200°F 
without damage to the turbine. It is 
usually run, however, at between 
750-800°F.

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The coils contained in the steam 
generator produce 180 psi or more 
of pressure and absorb approxi¬ 
mately 1,000°F of available heat so 
only about 1,000-1,200°F maximum 
temperature is applied to the cen¬ 
ter, low pressure section, of the 
turbine runner. 

Sonny Entrican, President of 
Entrican Vacuum Products , where 
this turbine was tested, has devel¬ 
oped a very good technique for 
operation of the boiler. It involves 
the steam bypass tube pictured in 
Fig 7. First the feed water pump 
master switch is engaged, drawing 
water from the reservoir through the 
steam coils. Instead of the output 
of the steam coils feeding the tur¬ 
bine, the steam coil output bypasses 
the turbine, using valves, into the pro¬ 
truding pipe to atmosphere. Enough 
water is allowed to flow through the 
steam tubes and out the bypass pipe 
to expel all of the air in the system. 
After the air has been expelled and 
water is flowing freely the ignition 
switch is thrown, activating the 
spark plug. The main air is turned 
on (Fig. 6) and then the propane 
valve is opened. 

Within just two minutes time, dry, 
invisible, superheated steam, at ap¬ 


proximately 300°F is at the output 
of the bypass pipe. Running the 
burner harder, it has been possible 
to produce 600°F steam. The tur¬ 
bine input valve is then opened and 
the bypass valve closed, just before 
the steam becomes invisible (Fig. 5). 

Note the nozzle mounted at the end 
of the steam bypass pipe discharge. 
It is a diverging type nozzle simulat¬ 
ing the nozzles contained in the 
turbine. The high pressure steam 
feeds a hollowed out block, on the 
top of the turbine, which directs the 
steam to similar diverging type 


nozzles, directed at each of the two 
high pressure runner sections. 

The rotor and shaft of the turbine 
weighs approximately 100 lbs. 
There is a 25 lb armature in the gen¬ 
erator, for a total of 125 lbs of 
rotating mass. Speed is determined 
by a photo tachometer pickup, 
mounted at the generator side of the 
turbine, reading pulses from a white 
piece of reflective tape. 

There are two bearings at each side 
of the turbine. They are very high 
quality, class 7, high speed angular 
contact bearings. The shaft turns 
very freely. An air line and regula¬ 
tor at the front side of the turbine 
provides air cooling to each of the 
bearing housings. The heated air 
exits to atmosphere through a hole 
at the bottom of each housing. 

The turbine pedestal base is con¬ 
structed from 1" thick carbon steel, 
overlaid with stainless steel to pre¬ 
vent corrosion. The generator is 
attached to a carbon steel mounting 
plate that has been nickel plated. 
The turbine housing has also been 
nickel plated. The support struts 
between the generator and turbine 
are all exactly the same length and 
provide for perfect alignment of the 
couplings.

The cables from the generator feed 
power to a resistive load bank. Gen¬ 
erator electrical load is adjusted with 
a control which varies the field cur¬ 
rent. The load bank contains a main 
switch panel with voltage and cur¬ 
rent meters. There are four 
separate distribution switches allow¬ 
ing the load to be brought in 25% at 
a time. The load array consists of 
ninety six, 750 watt, ceramic/tung¬ 
sten heating elements. The load 
array is therefore capable of ap¬ 
proximately 100 hp of continuous 
dissipation. 

The steam and hot gases exit the 
turbine via dual exhaust, three inch 
channels. Each exhaust output con¬ 
tains a spray nozzle, spraying water 


pressurized by the feed water pump 
into the exhaust gases for heat re¬ 
covery. It must then pass through 
two stainless steel filter screens. 
What does not give back its heat and 
condense in the water tank goes out 
the exhaust stacks. The output tem¬ 
perature of the exhaust stack is only 
about170°F. 

Efficiency? 

The thermal efficiency, as far as heat 
in versus heat out, is very good. The 
efficiency, as far as mechanical 
power, is mainly at the expense of 
the boiler, which is much too small 
to provide the power required. If 
the boiler was 4 or 5 times larger 
then it would be up in a very com¬ 
petitive efficiency range. 
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Electrical output power is deter¬ 
mined by multiplying the volts by 
amperes from the generator and di¬ 
viding by 746 to determine hp. The 
measured power consumption of the 
rotary compressor and water feed 
pump motors is then subtracted from 
this number. The fuel consumed in 
pounds is converted to available hp. 
Efficiencies can then be approxi¬ 
mated. No allowance was made for 
generator inefficiency. 

Total thermal efficiencies, on this 
basis, have been determined to be 
approximately 8% due to the low ef¬ 
ficiency of the steam boiler. The 
conversion efficiency of the turbine 
was, however, calculated to be in the 
high 30s, very similar to the single 
stage turbine efficiencies determined 
by Tesla. 

More information on efficiencies 
and the internal construction of the 


turbine will be pre¬ 
sented in the next issue 
of TEBA News. 

A Vital Detail 

One very important 
construction detail, de- 
termined vital for 
turbine efficiency, is a 
drain hole machined 
into the bottom of the 
turbine case ring. If 
not used, water will 
accumulate in the case 
ring and flood the run¬ 
ner. This flooding 
effect parasitically 
loads the turbine, de¬ 
stroying the efficiency. 

After this problem was 
discovered, a 3/4 inch 
hole was drilled and 
tapped into the bottom 
of the case ring and a 
pipe and valve at¬ 
tached. It was 
discovered that when 
the valve was left open, 
during operation, that 
there was insignificant pressure loss 
through the open hole. The work¬ 
ing fluid had already fully entered 
the disks before it could reach the 
drain hole, located on the opposite 
side of the case ring, so pressure 
loss does not occur. 

The working fluid essentially enters 
the disks almost immediately after 


leaving the nozzle. This drain hole 
is a very necessary item and must 
have been used by Tesla as he em¬ 
ployed saturated steam. This 
explains why very poor efficiencies 
have been experienced by others in 
the past while attempting operation 
with steam. 

Future Plans... 

It is Advanced Power's desire to 
sell this equipment to further the 
research. They will consult with the 
buyer if desired to take it to the next 
level of development. 

Advanced Power and Entrican 
Vacuum Products have proven that 
the Tesla turbine can be made to do 
work. It is up and running and im¬ 
proving total package efficiencies is 
simply a matter of better heat ex¬ 
changers and a more efficient boiler.

Introduction 

Inexpensive or free energy (not re¬ 
ally free) is the dream of all who 
pay utility bills. Three-fourths of the 
world does not even have electric¬ 
ity, so those who have no electrical 
energy at all will welcome the power 
wheel, a hybrid version of the thesta- 
distatica. 

Alternative energy researchers at 
International High Technology 
and Nu Energy Horizons have de¬ 
veloped energy producing devices 
and machines for mankind which 
will change the way people energize 
appliances and other devices that 
require electrical power. 

Two major classes of energy pro¬ 
ducing machines are needed, one 
for solid state or non-inductive loads 
and one for inductive loads. Light¬ 
ing requires a less expensive power 
unit than one for inductive loads such 
as motors, however most use will 
come from units designed to adjust 
to all loads. 

This article discusses the develop¬ 
ment of energy producing rotating 
disc machines. Wimhurst influence 
machines, the Swiss machine 
Thesta-distatica , and the Bahlmann 
Power Wheel are energy produc¬ 
ing machines. The principle of 
operation for the two latter machines 
is not well known. 

Wimhurst machines are used mostly 
for demonstration and scientific re¬ 
search and are not suited for 
providing the energy needs of a 
home or business. 

Present day researchers trying to 
reconstruct the Thesta-distatica 


have gone down long, complicated, 
unproductive avenues with few an¬ 
swers. These questions remain: 

• How does the thesta-distatica pro¬ 
duce so much energy for its size? 

• How is the high voltage stepped 
down? 

The power wheel and other solid 
state energy producing devices are 
now a reality in the labs of Interna¬ 
tional High Technology and Nu 
Energy Horizons. These efficient 
machines will be the most magnifi¬ 
cent machines the world has ever 
seen. The pre-production phase of 
the manufacturing process is near 
completion. 

Wimhurst Influence Machine 

Design Features 

The following description of a 
Wimhurst influence machine is el¬ 
ementary. For a detailed description 
and construction information see the 
book Homemade Lightning by 
R.A. Ford. 

The Wimhurst machine uses 
counter-rotating discs that rotate at 
between 2,000 and 3,000 rpm for 
best output. Small to medium size 


Wimhurst machine output can be 
from lOkv to 75kv and higher. Ma¬ 
chine construction, weather 
conditions, diameter of each disc and 
speed of rotation determine output. 

The original Wimhurst machines 
were turned by hand. Four pulleys 
and two belts connected to a com¬ 
mon crank shaft made the discs 
rotate. Both belts were on the com¬ 
mon crank shaft but, one belt was 
twisted 180 degrees so it would turn 
one disc in the opposite direction of 
the other. The electrical charge from 
the discs was collected by combs 
and stored in accumulators (Leyden 
jars, capacitors). 

The Wimhurst machine had little use 
except for scientific research and 
electro-therapeutic medical applica- 
tions. Figure 1 shows a basic 
Wimhurst machine. 

Thesta-distatica 

Design Features 

The Swiss thesta-distatica is a 
modified Wimhurst device or a con¬ 
denser machine built by Paul 
Baumann at the spiritual community 
Merthemitha in Linden, Switzerland.

Basic Wimhurst infuence Ma¬ 
chine uses counter rotating discs to 
create an eletrical charge which is 
collected by metal combs and stored 
in capacitors. 
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The inventor Paul Baumann was a 
skilled clockmaker and watchmaker 
before he became a resident of the 
Merthernitha Community. Paul 
Baumann built the first thesta- 
distatica with primitive materials 
while he was in prison. 

To understand the operating prin¬ 
ciple of this wonder machine we 
must use The Testatka Energy Ma¬ 
chine of Merthernitha videotape 
(available from Nu Energy Horizons, 
PO Box 22, Rumney, NJ 03266) as 
a reference and evaluate what was 
presented. The Merthernitha Com¬ 
munity was secretive about their 
invention and obviously did not re¬ 
veal all to the viewer. The video 
narrator made an interesting state¬ 
ment... 

one disc represents the clouds and 

the other represents the earth. 

In simple terms it meant antenna 
and ground. The video showed a 
single wire on large insulators which 
would represent the clouds or an¬ 
tenna. No ground wire was shown, 
but probably came through the base 
of the machine and could not be seen 
in a picture. Many views of the 
thesta-distatica were shown and 
mention was made of a device 
called “antenna keys”. The antenna 
keys was simply a means of im¬ 
pressing the electrostatic energy 
from the air onto the rotating disc.

An easy-to-understand block diagram of the 
thesta-distatica and associated equipment. 

This would enhance the total output 
of the thesta-distatica. The prin¬ 
ciple is similar to Tesla’s radiant 
energy collector, but with rotating 
discs that also produce energy from 
counter rotation. 

Key points to consider when one is 
studying the wonder machine 
thesta-distatica : 

• Merthernitha was a spiritual com¬ 
munity and did not have viewpoints 
common to most outsiders. To “thor¬ 
oughly understand” the wonder 
machine and the people who de¬ 
signed it, we must have the same 
beliefs lifestyle and values as they 
did or we must understand their way 
ofliving. 

Remember the author used the 
words, “thoroughly understand.” 
Many people do understand some 
things about the wonder machine 
but they do not understand every¬ 


thing nor does the author claim to.

The Swiss 
frequency standard for electrical 
devices is 50 cycles and it has been 
stated that the thesta-distatica ro¬ 
tated at 50 rpm. 

• Much has been written about 
thesta-distatica and one can be 
easily confused, but if you pay at¬ 
tention the facts can be sorted out. 

A block diagram of the thesta- 
distatica and associated equipment is 
shown in Figure 2 . 

Power Wheel 

Design Features 

The Power Wheel demonstrated at 
the Exotic Research Conference 
(Mesa, AZ • July 1998) was not a 
Wimhurst type machine. The power 
wheel electrical system was based 
on a 3 volt input to drive the small 
motor and the dual high-voltage mod¬ 
ules. Eight liquid capture capacitors

(c-caps) were used as a part of the 
input energy. 

To efficiently energize the power 
wheel a bank of 50 capture capaci¬ 
tors connected in series parallel are 
needed for an output of 10.5 vdc' 
open circuit voltage. When the' 
drive motor and the high voltage^ 
modules are connected the voltage 
drops to approximately 2.8 vdc/ 
Current needed to drive the com¬ 
plete electrical system at full load is 
300-500 milliamps. 

The high voltage module output is 
360 to 380 vdc. These modules can 
light two 15 watt 110 volt lamps in 
series at full brightness with a pul¬ 
sating output every 15 seconds. The 
power wheel demonstration also in¬ 
cluded lighting a 270 Volt 175 watt 
street lamp momentarily every 20 
seconds. 

Capture capacitors (c-caps) in¬ 
vented by Bruce Perreault use a 
unique method of self recharging. 
The original c-caps were based on 
radioactive emanations. Liquid c- 
caps developed by International 
High Technology used in the power 
wheel demonstration are water 
based and used a proprietary for¬ 
mula with numerous elements. Each 
c-cap used 4 oz. of distilled water 
(store brand). To the water was 
added 1/2 teaspoon (2.5ml) of dry 
mix which included a fritted semi¬ 
conductor material and about 12 
other proprietary materials. 

The c-caps take 1 week to stabilize 
and produce full power. Each c-cap 
has an output of 1.2 to 1.4 vdc con¬ 
tinually. The output does drop under 
full load, but when the load is re¬ 
moved the c-caps go back to their 
original no load output... 

At this time, we are planning to at¬ 
tend the July 1999 Exotic Research 
Conference in Mesa, Arizona. At 
that time we hope to be able to go 
into more detail on the unique char¬ 
acteristics of c-caps._ CB

My Basic Discovery 

About April 1,19891, Larry Spring, 
postulated that a proton and an elec¬ 
tron could weld together by unlike 
charged particle attraction, and 
become a neutron. About six months 
later I read in a physics book by 
Isaac Asimov that a neutron has a 
half-life of 17 minutes, and when it 
separates, it becomes a proton and 
an electron. It would then be a hy¬ 
drogen atom. My original idea of 
welding together was downgraded 
to simply attaching to each other. 
Isaac Asimov's chart simply added 
strength to my original postulation, 
plus the ability to separate again. 

With this understanding of the neu¬ 
tron, and my analysis that the proton 
Dart of the neutron would pull to¬ 


ward the center of the nucleus of 
protons due to its strong gravita¬ 
tional attraction, and the electron 
would stick outward due to its ex¬ 
tremely light weight. I postulated that 
the neutron would be a barrier 
keeping the rest of the electrons 
away from the nucleus. 

I have never read or heard this 
stated by any one else. I appear to 
be the first person to recognize this 
atom configuration, and published it 
in my book entitled Now I See, 
copyright 1990, by Larry Spring. 

Shortcomings... 

of the Bohr Atom 

This neutron barrier around the 
nucleus of the atom gives the Larry 
Spring Atom flexibility not other¬ 
wise possible. The Niels Bohr Atom 


used fixed electron orbits and the 
laws of mass and motion—similar 
to the planets around the sun—to 
keep the electrons from being drawn 
to the nucleus of protons, which 
would thereby collapse the atom. 
Without recognizing the neutron bar¬ 
rier, Niels Bohr had no other 
alternative. He had to orbit the elec¬ 
trons to make his model of the atom 
operate. 

Several other actions within the 
Bohr Atom do not fit my observa¬ 
tions of the way things work. I 
recognize no force that could drive 
electrons at an exact speed or in a 
circular orbit around the atom 
nucleus. Any increase in electron 
speed would spiral the electron 
away from the nucleus, while a re¬ 
duced speed would cause it to spiral 
inward. Changing speed of an or¬ 
biting electron, when it jumped from 
one orbit to another, would be es¬ 
sential for the Bohr atom to function. 
This speed change of the electron 
does not fit logic. Also, jumping from 
one fixed orbit to another and no¬ 
where in between is difficult to 
imagine. 

A Bohr atom can not voluntarily 
expand or contract, so heat is de¬ 
scribed as momentum of the atom, 
and expansion of a container is due 
to this momentum, leaving space 
between the moving atoms. These 
heat-driven atoms can be visualized 
only by a person lacking the true un¬ 
derstanding of heat. 

Heat is a range of electromagnetic 
energy called infrared. Radiated

electromagnetic energy is really 
spherical magnetic fields driven 
from a conductor that is carrying an 
alternating electrical current. These 
free-flying radiated magnetic fields 
drive electrons one direction or the 
other in every conductor or insula¬ 
tor that cuts their magnetic lines of 
force. The direction they drive the 
electrons depends on the polarity 
orientation of the radiated magnetic 
field. Electrons in an insulator are 
excited but do not move from atom 
to atom. This observation by Larry 
Spring can readily be recognized 
when one understands how televi¬ 
sion antenna transmission and 
reception work. 

These high speed passing magnetic 
fields cannot drive a neutral atom 
into motion. Heat cannot drive a 
neutral atom. But heat can, and 
does, drive the electrons within the 
atom into a back and forth motion, 
causing the atom itself to expand. 
An atom in air would expand, and 
rise seeking equilibrium, depending 
on its weight in relation to its ex¬ 
panded volume. 

Heat is pure energy —a moving 
magnetic field. Heat adds no weight, 
only expanded volume due to added 
electron activity within the atom. 
Electron activity within the atoms of 
a conductor can also be caused by 
an electrical current driven by any 
electromotive force. Electrons in a 


string of insulator atoms can only be 
activated by moving magnetic fields 
passing across that string of atoms. 

It takes about 10 billion atoms in a 
row to make a resonant length for 
the electrical current running back 
and forth in an 8 ft long antenna el¬ 
ement which is transmitting a TV 
Channel 3 signal. Scaling this figure 
down to the resonant radiator of 
white light, it would take one thou¬ 
sand atoms in a row... and in order 
to radiate, the electrical current 
would have to double back on its 
own path. Electrons jumping from 
one DC orbit to another, as in the 


Bohr atom, does not fit reality as 
taught to me by the energy itself. 

The Spring Atom 
Ceramic Disk 
Magnet Demonstration 

This neutron barrier action I can 
readily demonstrate with disk mag¬ 
nets riding on a pane of glass set in 
a frame. The pane of glass is cov¬ 
ered with tiny glass orbs like in the 
reflecting paint used for the center 
line of highways. The tiny glass orbs 
act as a dry lubricant that cuts fric¬ 
tion almost to zero. The magnets are 
riding on the spherical glass beads 
which reduce friction to almost zero. 
Any movement of the disk magnets 
on the glass is very lively. 

This is a Larry Spring experiment 
(consisting of various self-arrange¬ 
ments of ceramic disk magnets on 
glass window pane in a wood 
frame) to learn more about the pro¬ 
ton, neutron, and electron orientation 
in an atom or molecule. Magnetic 
fields have been substituted for the 
electrical fields. Individual magnets 
have been turned upside down to use 
the magnetic field of attraction to 
simulate the gravitational pull very 
heavy protons have on each other. 


Enlarged view of the Spring Atom... note the the neutron barrier. 
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A north side, south side pair of mag¬ 
nets simulates the neutron which, in 
an atom, is really just a proton and 
an electron held together by the 
electrical field of attraction. N in the 
diagram indicates the north pole of 
the magnets. The available magnetic 
(heat) energy determines the activ¬ 
ity space. Gravity holds exceedingly 
heavy protons and neutrons to¬ 
gether. The negative electron half 
of the neutron is very light, so it re¬ 
mains on the outside of the nucleus, 


and repels other negative electrons. 

A neutron barrier is composed of a 
neutral combination of a proton and 
an electron, with the very heavy 
proton end pulled inward toward the 
nucleus of heavy protons by mutual 
gravity, while the very light electron 
end protrudes outward, and repels 
the rest of the negatively charged 
electrons.

is accumulative. It cannot be can¬ 
celed. The whole atom is electrically 
neutral. 

Electron field repulsion leaves a 
vacuum interior space within the 
atom in which the electrons can 
move freely, governed only by the 
electrical fields and the passing 
magnetic fields. 

Spring Atom Expansion 

Robert Boyle, in the year 1675, ar¬ 
rived at some very valid figures 
relative to the expansion of gases. 
He recognized heat as motion of the 
atom itself, which was the smallest 
known particle of mass at that time. 
It was over 200 years later that the 
positive proton and negative electron 
was discovered. It was too early in 
the history of physics for Robert 
Boyle to see the whole picture, and 
even today there are many of the 
pieces of the puzzle to be discov¬ 
ered. We now know that magnetic 
fields drive positive protons one way 
and negative electrons the opposite 
way. 

Heat would cause the atom to ex¬ 
pand, and with excess heat, the 
atom would expand beyond its abil¬ 
ity to control its parts. Heat 
expansion of the individual atom is 
not found in physics books that I 
have read to date, January 29,1993. 
Expansion of the atom is not fea¬ 
sible until the neutron barrier 
protecting the nucleus is recognized, 
as it was by me, Larry Spring, on 
April 1,1989. 

The interior of the atom is mostly 
vacuum space, with a few very tiny 
light particles of mass with a nega¬ 
tive charge called electrons, floating 
in space within the atom, and re¬ 
pelled from each other, because 
electrically like charged particles 
repel. The nucleus is a clump of 
spherical protons and neutrons held 
together by gravitational attraction 
toward each other. The positive pro¬ 
tons would fly away from each other 
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Expanded atoms 
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The Larry Spring atom can expand or contract, and the heavy nucleus can move to any 
position in the atom that existing forces dictate.

due to the repulsion of electrically 
like charged particles, but they can 
not overcome the gravitational at¬ 
traction of the heavy protons and 
neutrons, each of which is 1840 
times as heavy as one electron. 

Furthermore the negative charge of 
the electrons cancels the positive 
charge of the protons, so the whole 
atom is neutral. Gravity of the atom 
has not changed, and passing radi¬ 
ating magnetic fields, such as heat, 
light and TV signal, only activate the 
electron motion within the atom into 
a back and forth movement. In¬ 
creased electron movement causes 
expansion of the atom without add¬ 
ing weight. This causes the heated 
atom in air to rise seeking equilib¬ 
rium. 

The electrons within the atom are 
driven sideways, 90 degrees to the 
direction of travel of the passing 
magnetic field which way (left or 
right, up or down) the electrons 
move is determined by the polarity 
or orientation of the passing mag¬ 


netic field. When an electron in an 
atom moves, it forms a magnetic 
field around its path, and drives off 
(radiates) that field when the elec¬ 
tron returns on the same path. This 
is an alternating electrical current 
within the atom. 

When there is a conducting path of 
metal containing free electrons ca¬ 
pable of moving from atom to atom, 
that path can be extended from a 
fraction of an inch to many feet, thus 
producing long conducting paths and 
low frequencies. This is due to the 
time it takes for the electrical cur¬ 
rent to go to the end of the metallic 
conductor and back, traveling at 
nearly the speed of light, which is 
186,000 miles per second. 

The Niels Bohr atom's nucleus 
would have to remain in the center 
of the orbiting electrons, and the 
atom could not expand or contract. 
The Larry Spring atom , on the 
other hand, can expand or contract, 
and the heavy nucleus can move to 
any position in the atom that exist¬ 


ing forces dictate. When expanded 
and rising in the atmosphere, an 
atom could look like a hot air bal¬ 
loon, with its gondola at or near the 
bottom of the atom. 

The atom would know which way 
is up, and trees using these atoms 
could tell how to grow upward. In 
plants growing on a slowly spinning 
horizontal disk, centrifugal force 
would move the nucleus outward, 
and the plant would grow toward the 
center. If Earth's gravity, and the 
centrifugal force of the horizontal 
spinning disk were equal, the plant 
would grow at a 45 degree angle 
toward the center of the disk. This 
demonstration I saw at the San 
Francisco Exploratorium a couple 
years ago, about 1992. 

Spring Atom Orientation 
of the Nucleus & Electrons 

The Larry Spring atom also allows 
for easy orientation of the nucleus 
and electrons spaced within the 
vacuum interior of the atom. When 
an electromotive force drives elec¬ 
trons into one end of a conductor, 
the protons within the atoms will be 
attracted toward the source of the 
electrons, while the electrons will be 
repelled toward the far side of the 
atoms. 

This proton, electron rearrangement 
within the atom will organize the 
normally random, undetectable mag¬ 
netic field of the atom into concentric 
rings around the conductor. If the 
electrical current in the conductor 
is reversed, the proton electron ar¬ 
rangement in the conductor atoms 
is reversed, and the concentric mag¬ 
netic field lines around the conductor 
are also reversed. 

These magnetic field lines of force 
can be traced with a compass needle 
all the way around the conductor. 
The compass will also tell you which 
way the electrical current is mov¬ 
ing in the conducting wire as per the 
Right Hand Rule. _ LS 
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Over the past 40 years, Larry Spring 
has been on a lonely quest to deter¬ 
mine the nature of electromagnet 
energy.

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Historical Background 

As pioneering Russian chemist 
Dmitry I. Mendeleyev began initial 
construction of a table for chemical 
elements in the 1860s, he placed the 
elements into eight different groups 
and segregated each element into 
one of the groups due to its specific 
physical characteristics and proper¬ 
ties. This table is still utilized today 
in all chemistry textbooks. 

During Mendeleyev’s lifetime sev¬ 
eral new elements were found in 
nature such as Gallium , Scandium , 
and Germanium. Their chemical 
behavior and properties exactly 
matched characteristics predicted 
by his simple yet effective square/ 
rectangle periodic chemical table. 

Mendeleyev did not place any of the 
elements into a group according to 
electrons because the theory of 


electrons and quantum mechanics 
had not been postulated when he 
completed his chemistry chart. 
Mendeleyev created an important 
foundation—each element must be 
placed into a specific group of ele¬ 
ments (utilizing a vertical column) 
numbering from one to eight. 

Mendeleyev’s founding principle of 
placing an element in a proper ver¬ 
tical group was forgotten by a 
majority of the standard chemistry 
community when the Quantum/ 
Electron Theory (QET) was intro¬ 
duced by several prominent 
theoretical chemists and physicists 
beginning in the 1920s. 

The very complex mathematics of 
the Quantum/Electron Theory re¬ 
sulted in the splitting of the chemical 
table at elements 20 and 21 and 
splitting the table again at element 


57 that resulted in a group of ele¬ 
ments called the Lanthanides being 
separated from the main block of el¬ 
ements. The Quantum/Electron 
Theory also resulted in the separa¬ 
tion of another group of elements 
called the Actinides from the main 
block. Again, Mendeleyev’s found¬ 
ing principle of placing elements on 
the chemical table was ignored. 

In the 1920s and 30s, experiments 
with the element of Uranium re¬ 
sulted in the discovery of additional 
elements that were placed on the 
chemical chart with the Actinide 
group. The elements of Promethium 
and Technicum were also discov¬ 
ered by the experiments with 
Uranium but placed in the main 
table. Technicum , Promethium and 
Uranium have a similar relationship 
as Zirconium and Hafnium - a sym¬ 
biotic relationship where both have 
very similar structures and can only 
be found in combination throughout 
nature. However, other elements 
discovered by experimenting with 
Uranium, such as Plutonium, do not 
exist on Earth or probably anywhere 
else in this dimension. 

All of the elements beyond Uranium 
are known as transitional elements 
and most of them exist in this dimen- 
sion due to synthetic nuclear 
reactions created by humans. Some 
of the trans-uranium elements are 
found in nature but as the Earth 
formed, Uranium was created first 
and then cosmic forces transmuted

If Nature 
created an element beyond Ura¬ 
nium, then the elements found in 
nature beyond Uranium would not 
be called transition or trans-ura¬ 
nium elements. 


tal rhythm must have existed dur¬ 
ing the formation of the universe, 
galaxies, solar systems, suns and 
planes and then, as the Earth 
evolved, there were variations of the 
basic theme that created and sus¬ 
tained our planets. When basic keys 
to the Rhythms Of Nature are dis¬ 
covered, science and humanity can 
harness this important fabric of our 
existence. 


TheRhythm Of Nature 

When seeking the keys to the chemi¬ 
cal table, the emphasis must be on 
what were the influences during the 
formation of the Earth, and later, 
when the Earth reached the point in 
its evolution where basic forms of 
life could be supported. A fundamen¬ 


During the past 50 years the tradi¬ 
tional science and chemistry 
communities have ignored the ba¬ 
sic principle established by 
Mendeleyev, have embraced the 
Quantum/Electron Theory that is 
now being questioned by many per- 
sons and have included the 


transitional elements that do not ex¬ 
ist in nature into the chemical chart. 
All of these steps have created a 
complicated and arbitrary chemical 
chart that does not attempt to track 
or plot the Rhythms Of Nature but 
is an extension of human intellec¬ 
tual exercises with mathematics that 
have no connection with the reality 
of the Universe. 

The book There Are No Electrons 
by Kenn Amdahl presents an excel¬ 
lent challenge to and a debunking of 
the Quantum/ Electron Theory 
(QET). For example, Amdahl points 
out that the QET states particles 
with the same charge are the com¬ 
ponents of the nucleus of an atom. 
But how can two particles with a 
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same charge not repel away from 
each other, thus destroying the 
nucleus? So to cover this hole in the 
QET , physicists and chemists licked 
their pencils and mathematically cre¬ 
ated a particle called a gluon that 
holds together the particles with the 
same charge in a nucleus. 

Does nature know and utilize the 
complicated mathematics related to 
the QET to manifest matter in this 
dimension? Probably not. However, 
the geometry of a sphere provides 
a simple, efficient way of manifest¬ 
ing matter in this dimension but the 
QET excludes basic or advanced ge¬ 
ometry of a sphere. 

Today, traditionally trained scientists 
are trying to discover room tempera¬ 
ture superconductors, gravity, 
energy devices, levitation and other 
secrets, but is the road map—the 
chemical chart—to finding break¬ 
throughs in these areas proper and 
correct? Probably not. So scientists 
could continue to scratch their heads 
for answers to countless questions 
for generations because they do not 
have the appropriate, critical and 
fundamental tool. 

QET is a blinding albatross around 
the vision and outlook of traditional 
scientists. One must go out on a limb 
or, better yet, place themselves in a 
sphere to get a breath of fresh air 
and a dose of reality. 

Inappropriate Association 

For the past 60 years there has been 
an extremely inappropriate associa¬ 
tion made between technology and 
the Quantum/Electron Theory. For 
example, the technology of televi¬ 
sion utilizes a beam of particles, light 
or energy that is directed at mate¬ 
rial to produce visual images. What 
are the particles, light or energies 
produced by the technology of tele¬ 
vision? The traditional scientific 
community assumes or theorizes 
that the particles are “electrons” but 
they have no proof whatsoever that 


the energies in a television set are 
electrons. They are merely guess¬ 
ing at what is the foundation for the 
technology known as television. 

QET provides a comfort zone for the 
scientific community and the general 
public when trying to relate to tele¬ 
vision and other technologies such 
as Magnetic Resonant Imaging 
(MRI), Positron Emission Tomog¬ 
raphy (PET) and electrical 
superconduction. All of these tech¬ 
nologies and other related areas 
have been inappropriately associated 
with electrons. 0£Tbestows the sci- 
entific community a means of 
communicating some sort of expla¬ 
nation to the general public without 
having to make the truthful and pain¬ 
ful statements, “we don’t know” or 
“I haven’t got a clue.” 

QET perpetuates the myth that sci¬ 
entists have some sort of authority 
over, control of and handle on the 
massive technologies developed 
over the past 60 years. If the gen¬ 
eral public were aware of the 
quicksand foundation (QET) for tra- 
ditional science, they would 
re-evaluate the purpose of “modem 
technology.” 

Back To The Basics 

What is the structure of the chemi¬ 
cal chart when the Lanthanides and 
Actinides are placed according to 
Mendeleyev's founding principle — 
that each element belongs in a

proper vertical group? 

All Lanthanide and Actinide ele¬ 
ments do belong in correct proper 
vertical groups. When these ele¬ 
ments are put into the accurate 
vertical group, three blank squares 
appear between Promethium and 
Samarium and one blank square ap¬ 
pears between Erbium and 
Thulium. I call these holes in the 
chart... the big silent fudge factor. 

In this chemical table, all of the Lan¬ 
thanide and Actinide elements have 
been placed in proper vertical 
groups. If the reader disagrees with 
this placement, please provide the 
author an analysis of each Lan¬ 
thanide and Actinide element and 
why they believe the particular ele¬ 
ment does or does not belong in the 
specific vertical group illustrated 
here. The author will not accept any 
responses that are based upon the 
complicated and arbitrary QET. 

The traditional science community 
states there are 92 basic elements, 
but are they incorrect?... are there 
96 basic elements? Do the four ex¬ 
tra elements only exist on the outer 
planets of our solar system? 

Archimedes discovered the basic 
vaue of Pi (3.14) with a 96-sided 
polygon. The number 92 does not 
divide into 360 degrees (circumfer¬ 
ence of a circle) with an even 
precise number, but only with a long 
fraction. The 96 elements drop pre-

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cisely on a sphere every 3.75 de¬ 
grees... and that that is why 
Archimedes discovered the value of 
Pi with a 96-sided polygon. 

All animals have 48 chromosomes. 
Each chromosome is composed of 
a double helix DNA strand for a to¬ 
tal of 96 fibers of genetic material. 
But humans have 46 chromosomes. 
This may be why our species lack, 
or is free from, the binding tool of 
animal "instinct" that is dominated 
and guided by the number 96. 

Do solar systems, galaxies, and uni¬ 
verses function in a random chaos 
manner related to the number 92?... 
or, do the multi-dimensions operate 
on the logical order related to the 
number 96? 

Circumstantial Evidence 

Does any kind of circumstantial evi¬ 
dence exist indicating the chemical 
table has 96 basic elements? 

Between 1898 and 1932, while in 
deep states of transcendental medi¬ 
tation, Annie Besant and Charles 
Leadbeater made detailed analysis 
and drawings of most of the chemi¬ 
cal elements that were published in 
their book Occult Chemistry in 
1938. Countless elements were dis¬ 
covered and formally documented 
by Besant and Leadbeater years 
before the traditional science com¬ 
munity formally recognized those 
elements. Besant and Leadbeater 
were founding members of the 
Theosophical Society. 

Leadbeater and Besant observed 
and detailed 100 objects or elements, 
four of which have since been iden¬ 
tified as isotopes. They did observe 
four elements occurring in the Lan¬ 
thanide group (elements 57 
Lanthanide thru 71- Lutetium ), 
however, for a total of 96 basic ele¬ 
ments - not the 92 stated on the 
traditional chemistry chart. They 
named these four "extra" elements 
X, Y, Z and Kalon. 
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Figure 4. Each element has a specific number of UPAs. 


Leadbeater and Besant began their 
observations at the basic or visual 
level of the element and their inves¬ 
tigations took them to 10 levels of 
molecular particles - they did not ob¬ 
serve any particles described in QET 
such as protons, neutrons, electrons 
and atoms. The first configuration 
they observed was named the Mi¬ 
cro PSI Atom and they detected 
seven different types of Micro PSI 
Atoms - Spike, DumbBell, Tetrahe¬ 
dron, Cube, Octahedron, Bars and 
Stars (Figure 3). 

At the 10th and final level they dis¬ 
covered a common particle in all 
elements and they named these bits 
of matter the Utimate Physical 
Atom or UPA (figure 4). 

The only difference between all el¬ 
ements at the 10th level is the 
number of UPAs. They also named 
this particle a chiral. Each element 
has a right or left spin UPA but the 
element of Oxygen is the only ele¬ 
ment that has a UPA or chiral that 
can spin right or left. Hydrogen has 
18 UPAs and Uranium more than 
3,000. The four extra elements also 
have specific and unique numbers 


and UPAs. Also, while 
observing the chemical 
elements in meditation, 
they gleaned the correct 
atomic weight and other 
characteristics of many 
elements some 30 years 
before the elements 
were discovered by the 
traditional science com¬ 
munity. 

Stephen Phillips, a traditional physi¬ 
cist from England, completed an 
analysis of Leadbeater and Besant’s 
efforts and published his opinions 
and findings in a book titled Extra- 
Sensory Perception of Quarks. In 
his book, Phililps totally disregards 
elements X, Y, Z and Kalon and re¬ 
fers to them as “hybrid elements” 
that are “mathematically impossible 
but he did not detail the mathemat¬ 
ics he used to prove that these 
“hybrid elements” are “impossible” 
(QET is probably the basis). 

As far as I can determine, I am the 
first person to place the four extra 
elements into their proper position 
according to their UPA numbers. 
Elements X, Y, and Z fit between the 


elements Promethium and Sa¬ 
marium and Kalon slots in between 
Erbium and Thulium. These four 
“extra” elements fit exactly in to the 
holes discovered in the Big Silent 
Fudge Factor. I renamed the ele¬ 
ments X, Y, and Z but kept the name 
Kalon for the fourth element. The 
new names are: 

X-Besanton- element number 62 
chemical symbol - Bt 
Y • Leadbeaterin - element number 63 
chemical symbol - Lb 
Z - Andersenum - element number 64 
chemical symbol-Ad 
Kalon- element number 73 

chemical symbol - Ka 

These names, numbers and symbols 
are utilized in the new tables of the 
chemical elements detailed in this 
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Vanadium 
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Silver 
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Caesium 
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article. Again, the circumstantial 
evidence for the existence of 96 
basic chemical elements are: 

• Four holes appear in the square/rectangle 
chemical chart when the Lanthanide and 
Actinide elements are placed into the 
proper vertical groups. 

• Besant and Leadbeater observed four el¬ 
ements that fit exactly into holes of the 
corrected square/rectangle chemical table. 

• Archimedes utilized a 96-sided polygon to 
determine the basic value of Pi (3.14). 

• The number 96 evenly divides into a 360 
degree sphere (every 3.75 degrees)... 
the number 92 does not. 

Do the elements Bt, Lb, and Ad also 
have a symbiotic relationship with 
U and would these elements be 
found in a natural and non-symbi- 
otic form on the outer gaseous 
plants of our solar system? Are man 
made elements such as Plutonium 
derivatives of U or are they deriva¬ 
tives of Pm, Bt, Lb and Ad that have 
a symbiotic relationship with U! 

Blurred Vison? 

However, when utilizing the square 
/rectangle table with either the 
Mendeleyev method or the QET, the 
differences in the elements—espe¬ 
cially in the transition metals— 
become blurred as the atomic num¬ 
ber goes up. But is this blurring due 
to the elements or is the blurring due 
to the human perception of the ele¬ 
ments via an inferior method of 
observing, illustrating and tracking 
the elements? 

Does nature allow blurring of the 
chemical elements? Could Earth, a 
sun, solar system, or galaxy exist if 
nature blurred the chemical ele¬ 
ments? Probably not. 

All the most eloquent debates by the 
brightest minds will not change the 
blurred, inferior aspects and inher¬ 
ent/built-in problems of the square/ 
rectangle chemical table. The 
Mendeleyev square/ rectangle table 
of the chemical elements, with or 
without the QET, provided humans 


an introduction to the world of 
chemistry but does our species need 
to graduate from the introduction 
phase of chemistry into a more ac¬ 
curate, precise and definitive chart 
for the chemical elements? Defi¬ 
nitely Yes! 

For the past 100 years physicists 
from Plank, Rutherford, Bohr to 
Hawking have tinkered with com¬ 
plicated mathematics for insights into 
the secrets of our fabric. Now our 
species needs to evolve away from 
the complex mental tinkering and 
move on to a simpler, more mature 
observation and utilization of our 
reality. The simplistic yet logical ge¬ 
ometry related to a sphere provides 
a map to the universe, galaxy, solar 
system, sun, planet, element, mol¬ 
ecule or the smallest bit of matter. 

Introducing the Harmonic Sphere 
of the Chemical Elements 

Galaxies, solar systems, suns, plan¬ 
ets and molecules are spherical and 
elliptical in shape. Which statement 
makes more logical sense? 

A. Galaxies, solar systems, suns, planets 
and molecules, manifest matter by an 
unbalanced and non-rhythmical 92 
square/rectangle basic elemental table 
that uses the mathematics of the compli¬ 
cated and arbitrary QuantumlElectron 
Theory yet excludes basic geometry of 
a sphere and the Alpha and Omega 
points are not conjunct. 

B. Galaxies, solar systems, suns, planets 
and molecules manifest matter by the 
precise geometric patterns provided by 
a 96 elemental spherical chemical table 
that utilizes basic and advanced geom¬ 
etry of the sphere with absolute rhythm 
and balance and the Alpha and Omega 
points are conjunct. 

Does nature create square-shaped 
objects? Rarely. Can a square/rect¬ 
angle fit into a sphere with the same 
measurements as the sphere? Is 
there any logical sense in repetitive 
attempts to fit a square peg into a 
round hole? The most logical and 
efficient road map to the chemical 
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elements is the sphere, or perfectly 
slot a round peg (spherical chemi¬ 
cal table) in a round hole (rhythm 
and shape of nature) rather than 
continual attempts to force a square/ 
rectangle peg(traditlonal chemical 
table) into a round hole. 

The element of Hydrogen is placed 
at the mid horizontal point on the left 
side of the circle and given a value 
of 0.00 degrees. All elements have 
a decimal value of .00, .25, .50 or 
.75. The square/rectange table uti¬ 
lizes eight groups but the spherical 
table utilizes these four basic deci¬ 
mal groups (vertical) with 24 



subgroups (horizontal) and also 
seven waves of elements (see Chart 
1 and Figure 11). 

Figure 5 gives each element a line 
value based upon the radius of the 
sphere. For example a circle with a 
4.8 inch radius divided by 96 gives 
Hydrogen a line value of .05 and the 
line increases .05 for each sequen¬ 
tial element. 

However, the .05 line of Hydrogen 
can also be placed at the center point 
of the circle rather than the outside 
circle and then each line is increased 
by .05. The circle of Figure 5 rep¬ 
resents elements in the contraction 



form spiraling towards the center 
point of the circle, but Figure 6 rep¬ 
resents elements in the expansion 
form spiraling towards the edge of 
the circle. Figure 6 does not have 
chemical symbols because the lines 
are too close together. 

Figure 5 has the elements moving 
in a clockwise right hand turn and 
Figure 6 has the elements moving 
in a counter-clockwise left-handed 
movement. But what if Figure 5 also 
had elements moving in a left- 
handed turn and Figure 6 had 
elements moving in a right-handed 
turn? Nature probably would utilize 
both left and right to manifest ele¬ 
ments and any kind of matter. 

It is no coincidence that Figure 7 and 
Figure 8 have similar shapes of the 
two most important organs on Earth 
and probably any planet—the heart 
and brain. Countless life-forms 
throughout the universe most likely 
mimic the linear manifestation of the 
chemical elements. However, this 
article can only utilize two dimen¬ 
sions and the heart and brain look 
even more similar to Figure 7 and 
Figure 8 in a three dimensional draw¬ 
ing. 

But what is the significance of the 
right-turn and the left-turn for both 
the illustrations and the heart and 
brain? Could elements manifested 
on contracting right turn be differ¬ 
ent than elements manifested on a 
contracting left-turn? The left side 
of the brain is logical and guides the 
right side of the body, the right side 
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of the brain is intuitive and guides 
the left side of the body. Could those 
conditions exist because of the dif¬ 
ferent spin orientations of the 
elements in the two sides of the 
brain? 

Life-forms on planets are probably 
an extension of or guided in their 
evolution by the 96 Spherical Chemi¬ 
cal Chart but galaxies, solar systems, 
suns and planets are not because the 
elements do not manifest in this di¬ 
mension in a linear or sequential 
manner but in multiples of seven. 

The Multiple Seven Chemical Chart 

When examining the elements on the 
sphere, I concluded that the chemi¬ 
cal elements do not manifest in this 
dimension in a linear or sequential 
manner but in multiples of seven 
or every 26.25 degrees on the 
sphere. This phenomenon can be 
logically expressed in the following 
formula: 

M = flE x 7 

Figure 9 

This equation states that the mass 
of an object equals the logical inter¬ 
section of energy multiplied by 
seven. 

Let's take a look at how the ele¬ 
ments manifest themselves in this 
dimension. We will look at the first 
line of the Mutiple Seven Chart 
which also corresponds to the first 
four elements of the first wave listed 


in Figure 11. 

1. Hydrogen 0.00 degrees 
Fire, Male, Yang, Force 

2. Oxygen 26.25 degrees 

Earth, Female, Yin, Receptive, Structure 

3. Phosphorous 52.50 degree 

Air, Male/Fomale (absorbs/transmits light) 

4. Titanium 78.75 degrees 
Water, Female, Structure 

Notice the logical progression of the 
decimal point numbers of this set and 
the other sets of elements. When 
26.25 is added to Radium (Ra) (the 
last element of the first wave) -the 
next element is Lithium (Li) 7.50 
degrees and at that point the sec¬ 
ond turn or wave begins...so here 
are all of the elements according to 
the multiple seven on the sphere 
(see Figure 11). 

The last element of the seventh 
wave is Radon (Rn) at 333.75 de¬ 
grees. When 26.25 degrees is added 
to 333.75 degrees the exit point af¬ 
ter the last element is 360.00 or at 
the beginning point of Hydrogenl !! 
The multiple seven elements on the 
sphere start at Hydrogen 0.00, cre¬ 
ate seven waves of elements and 
the exit point after the last element 
is 0.00. The Alpha and Omega 
points of the Spherical Table Of 
The Chemical Elements are con¬ 
junct. This system provides nature 
a simple and efficient manner of 
manifesting the 96 elements of our 
dimension.

Geometric Analysis 

Chart 1 is used to analyze the ele¬ 
ments' geometric interaction with 
each other. As stated before, there 
are four basic groups and 24 sub¬ 
groups of elements on the Spherical 
Table, (see Chart 1) 

The titles Fire, Earth, Air and Wa¬ 
ter could be too esoteric for some 
readers and they are encouraged to 
make their own charts with other 
titles. Chart 1 can also be con¬ 
structed by placing elements in a 
linear manner rather than a multiple 
seven, but I feel that any linear 
chemical chart does not represent 
the proper movement in Nature. 

The key to analyzing elements on 
the sphere is how does an element's 
geometric position relate to all the 
other elements. For example the el¬ 
ement Hydrogen is 45° from 
Aluminum (. H at 0.00° and Al at 
45.00° ). Each aspect has a specific 
influence—these aspects can vary 
by plus or minus seven degrees. 

30° - neutral 

45° -dampening, semi-friction 

60° - flowing, favorable 

75° -dampening, semi-friction 

90° -dampening, friction 

105°-semi-favorable 

120° -favorable 

135°-semi favorable 

150° - dampening, semi- friction 

180° - friction - dampening yet favorable 

Using aspect analysis of the 96 
Multiple Seven Chemical Chart on 
a Sphere, I developed a one- inch 
plastic disk with various compo¬ 
nents that change the molecular 
structure of liquids and solids when 
coming within six inches of the sub¬ 
stance. This item is named the 
Quantum Disk FVY and was dem¬ 
onstrated at the 1998 Exotic 
Research Conference. I cannot di¬ 
vulge how I utilized the Spherical 
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Chemical Table to assemble the 
Quantum Disk. 

Geometric Analysis Example 

You can use the charts and table to 
calculate results on the behavior of 
various combinations of elements. 
For exampe, electricity dissipates 
when passing through the element 
of Copper (Cu) that is located at 
105° on the Spherical Chemical 
Table. I propose that the dissipation 
or impedance will be reduced or 
eliminated if Cu is aligned first and 
then combined with an element that 
is located approximately 180° from 
the Cu on the Spherical Chemical 
Table. The element located approxi¬ 
mately 180 degrees from Copper 
would dampen or eliminate the im¬ 
pedance, yet allow the electricity to 
flow or also “close the back door” 
so the electricity would not dissipate 
out of the Cu. 

I predict that within two to five years 
an inexpensive room temperature 
superconductor made of Copper 
and Hafnium ( Hf) (located at 
281.25° on the Spherical Chemical 
Table) will be created. However, a 
third element will be required be¬ 
cause of the unique characteristics 
of Hf. Can the reader determine the 
third element predicted to make a 
room temperature superconductor 
according to the Spherical Chemi¬ 
cal Chard 

The Multiple Seven Harmonic El¬ 
ement Spherical Chemical Chart 
has many potentials for discovering 
and unlocking countless hidden 
meanings and applications in nature 
that can be adapted to a wide range 
of current and future technologies. 

Manifesting Elements 

How do the 96 elements manifest 
in this dimension? Quite obviously 
nature does not use a square table. 
Do the smallest and largest compo¬ 
nents of this dimension, universe and 
our solar system move, flow and 


manifest by utilizing the complicated 
mathematical formulas composed 
by traditional physicists and astrono¬ 
mers? Does our Sun know and apply 
calculus or complex actuations theo¬ 
rized by Stephen Hawking and 
others? Probably not. 

All components of our reality most 
likely move, flow and manifest in the 
most primary and efficient manner 
possible. The most logical, primary 
and efficient form of manifesting 
elements in this dimension is the 
sphere —the shape of our sun and 
planet. The sun and our planet most 
likely use the fundamental and ba¬ 
sic mathematics of multiple seven 
harmonics on a sphere to manifest 
the 96 chemical elements. 

There is a symbol that is the foun¬ 
dation for Far Eastern Philosophy 
for the flow of energy known as 
“Chi” and that symbol is derived 
from the Multiple Seven Harmonic 
Table Of The Chemical Elements. 

This important Far Eastern symbol 
is derived by applying the 96 mul¬ 
tiple seven element to seven circles 
with increasing yet equally propor¬ 
tional circumferences. Hydrogen is 
placed at 0.00° on the left side of 
mid-horizon point of the first inside 
circle. Oxygen is placed at 26.25° 
on the second circle that is propor¬ 
tionally larger than the first circle. 
Phosphorous is placed on the third 
sphere at 52.50°. 


This pattern of proportional circles 
and exact geometric points are com- 
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pleted with the Multiple Seven 
Table Of The Chemical Elements. 
I utilized a computer program called 
Auto-Cad to complete this task and 
I requested the operator to connect 
all the elements in the multiple seven 
form {H, O, P, Ti, Cu, etc) with a 
curved line. However, the operator 
misunderstood my instructions and 
our fortunate miscommunication pro¬ 
vided a novel discovery. (See Fig 12) 

The operator connected the first 
seven multiple seven elements on 
each circle with a curved line but 
then he mirrored those connections 
in the opposite direction -this graphic 
is familiar to the West and especially 
residents in the Far East. The Yin- 
Yang symbol comes from the 
Multiple Seven Chemical Tablel 

Do suns and planets utilize varia¬ 
tions of the Multiple Seven 
Harmonic Table Of The Chemical 
Elements to manifest solid matter in 
this dimension? The evidence indi¬ 
cates a definite maybe to that 
question!! 

The Auto-Cad operator then fol¬ 
lowed my complete instructions and 
Figure 15 is the remarkable result. 

Practical Application 

What do the 96 points on seven 
spheres represent related to the cos¬ 
mos and does this system provide a 
practical application? 

The sum of the 96 points represents 
a harmonic scale starting at 3.75Hz 
and each scale begins at a multiple 
of 3.75Hz. One of the multiples of 


3.75Hz is 1920Hz that extends to 
3840 HZ also known as an area 
ofT>ackground noise.” Ninety-six 
divided into 1920Hz equals 20Hz. 
Therefore each element or a point 
of manifestation of material (UPA 
particles shaped into the element) 
occurs in a linear manner at: 

H- 1920 Hz 
He-1940 Hz 
Li- 1960 Hz 

and so forth to complete the 96 ele¬ 
ments and the multiple seven pattern 
is: H- 1920 Hz 

0-2060 Hz 
P - 2200 Hz 
Ti-2340Hz 

Matter and gravity are created in the 
universe by the interaction of two 
or more harmonic scales that are 
contracting in frequency and ex¬ 
panding in frequency. 

For example, the frequencies of a 
sun (male, force, yang, hydrogen) in 
a solar system are expanding while 
the frequencies that are contracting 
near the sun will initiate and sustain 
the formation of a planet (female, 
receptive, yin, oxygen). The planet 
will maintain growth as long as the 


interacting yin-yang harmonic fre¬ 
quencies in space and time remain 
balanced. Gravity is a push (fre¬ 
quencies expanding from the Sun) 
and a pull (frequencies contracting 
from the planet). 

The harmonic frequencies of a 
black hole (yin) are assisted by the 
harmonic frequencies of a white hole 
(yang). All formations in the uni¬ 
verse from black holes, white holes, 
quasars, nebula galaxies, spiraling 
galaxies, radio galaxies, solar sys¬ 
tems, suns, planets, asteroids,

made possible by the efforts of 
Besant and Leadboater who discov¬ 
ered the critical aspects of many 
elements while in meditation 30 
years before they were formally 
recognized by the traditional science 
community.

However, the conjunct Alpha and 
Omega point does not have to begin 
at the multiples 3.75Hz but can ini¬ 
tiate at any point such as 2440Hz 
instead of 1920Hz. The variable or 
moving conjunct Alpha/Omega point 
results in the variety of galaxies, 
solar systems, suns and planets. 

The frequency range between 
1920Hz and 3840Hz has “back¬ 
ground noise” but that noise is 
actually the universe manifesting in 
harmonics of 96 contracting and 
expanding trequencles. This 
“simple,” fundamental and basic 
system of contracting and expand¬ 
ing frequencies beginning at 1920Hz 
is the fabric and essence of our di¬ 
mension. 

The multiple seven harmonic tones 
can occur in a wide variety of pro¬ 



portional patterns that create a mul¬ 
titude of different yet fundamentally 
similar black/white holes, quasars, 
galaxies, solar systems, suns, plan¬ 
ets, molecules and bits of matter 
throughout the universe. 

Most galaxies have 96 harmonic 
tones in an expanding male - yang 
pattern (white hole) at the center 
with contracting female - yin 96 
harmonic tones (black hole) on the 
outer region of the galaxy. The yin/ 
yang harmonic tones shape and 
move matter flowing through the 
universe and bind and hold the gal¬ 
axy together. Combining Figure 7 
with Figure 8 gives somewhat of a 
linear illustration of a typical galaxy 
but most likely the white hole at the 
center of a galaxy is much smaller 
than the proportion detailed in Fig¬ 
ure 17. 

Figure 16 is a video picture of a gal¬ 
axy known as U6614 with the Figure 
15 superimposed on the top to illus¬ 
trate how a galaxy utilizes the 
multiple seven chemical chart to 
create elements in this dimension. 
Most galaxies will not have the ex¬ 
act or perfect proportions as drawn 
by the Auto-Cad program for Fig¬ 
ure 17 because larger galaxies will 
distort the size and shape of smaller 
galaxies as they move through the 
universe. If there is a configuration 
such as a perfectly proportional 
formed galaxy, then that flawless 
phenomenon is very rare in the uni¬ 
verse. 



However, all galaxies utilize the mul¬ 
tiple seven frequencies to create 
matter and the different configura¬ 
tions are due to the location of the 
conjunct Alpha/Omega point and the 
distortions caused by the interactions 
of various galaxies, black/white 
holes, etc. 

The Suns and Planets 

Figures 12,13 and 15 utilizes seven 
concentric circles that are propor¬ 
tionally larger than the initial circle 
and illustrates how flat flower-like 
galaxies or solar systems are formed 
by the harmonic tones being spread 
out over billions of miles. However, 
a sun or planet is formed when 
circles one and seven have the same 
circumference and circles two and 
six have the same circumference 
and circles three and five have the 
same circumference (see figure 19). 

What is also very critical to the for¬ 
mation of a sun and planet is the 
sub-harmonic tones of the 96 scale 
that are 48 (96 divided by 2), 144 
(96 plus 48), 192 (144 plus 48) and 
48 is added to each sub-harmonic 
scale (see figure 20). The sub-har¬ 
monic tones are also the key 
components of the black and white 
holes of galaxies. 

On the 144 sub-harmonic scale the 
multiple seven points occur at ev¬ 
ery 17.5°. 144 divided into 360° 
equals 2.5° and 2.5° multipiled by 
seven equals 17.5°. The Alpha and 
Omega points on the 144 scale are 
conjunct when applying the Grand 
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Unifying Constant of the Uni¬ 
verse. Figure 21 is a composite of 
96 and 144. 

Nature's Cold Fusion 

The highly concentrated seven 
waves of the 96 harmonic frequen¬ 
cies coming from a sun (yang/ 
expanding/male/left-tum) creates in¬ 
tense vortexes on a planet (yin/ 
receptive/female/right-tum). When 
these harmonic vortexes from the 
sun come in contact with a planet’s 
atmosphere saturated with storm 
clouds, intense spirals or tornados 
of negative ions are created. 

The lower/upper atmosphere nega¬ 
tive ion spirals contain a vast amount 
of particles traveling faster than the 
speed of light called tachyons. The 
ion vortexes could also corral free 
radical ultimate physical atoms 
(UPAs) that are ejected by organic 
and inorganic materials on the planet. 

As the negative ion vortex begins 
to collapse, the tachyons and UP As 
become very excited and at a criti¬ 
cal movement and time these 
particles collide. These collisions or 
fusions create pure energy and the 
entire negative ion vortex transforms 
into various shapes of electricity 
also known as lightning. When the 
ion vortexes do not collapse but ac¬ 
tually expand we call that 
phenomena a tornado or cyclone. 
Lightning is a collapsing ion vortex 
and a tornado is an expanding ion 
vortex that is created by the intense

multiple seven wave harmonic tones 
coming from the sun. 

The present attempts to fuse par¬ 
ticles of gas or water at room 
temperature (cold fusion) or higher 
temperatures require vast contain¬ 
ment systems and are very 
inefficient. Duplicating and magni¬ 
fying the Rhythms of Nature to 
achieve a fusion energy device 
makes more logical sense than try¬ 
ing to fuse isotopes, of gases or 
liquids that do not combine in nature. 

I predict that within three to five 
years my theory of how lightning 
and tornados are created by nature’s 
cold fusion process will be proven 
in a laboratory test tube where nega¬ 
tive ions, harmonic tones and other 
simple materials will be combined to 
produce an electric current with 
very high voltage and amperage. 

Conclusion 

The particles called protons, neu¬ 
trons, electrons and atoms by the 
traditional science community do not 
exist in nature or man made sub¬ 
stances.

current flow and can discriminate 
points of high or low resistance. 

Incorporating advanced electronic 
technology, the Electro-Acuscope 
detects subtle electrical blockages 
and imbalances in the painful areas 
of the body.

The human body is made up of a 
vast number of cells. In many ways,

A Sweet Herb... 

As the dangers inherent in the con¬ 
sumption of "aspartame" become 
publicly known, the race is on to find 
a new sweetner. Monsanto has put 
its faith in the new artificial sweet¬ 
ner...

The plant is native to the region of 
the Amambai mountain range along 
the Brazil-Paraguay border where 
the Guarani Indians have used the 


stevia leaves in their medicines and 
drinks since pre-Colombian times. 
By law, stevia can be marketed as 
a dietary supplement like a vitamin 
but not as a food additive. 

Shoved into the “Dietary Supple¬ 
ment” category by the FDA in 1994 
when DSHEA [Dietary Supplement 
Health and Education Act] went into 
effect, stevia remains in a sort of 
“halfway house” while the FDA 
struggles to keep it off the market 
as a sweetener. 

It has been used for centuries in the 
rest of the world as a low-calorie 
sweetner with no adverse reactions 
reported. It can be found in stores 
as crushed leaves, a l iquid or a fluffy 
white powder. 
Unlike aspar¬ 
tame , stevia is 
safe to cook 
with. But, 
without guidance on ratios and con¬ 
versions, the average consumer is 
at a loss to know how to use it. 
Stevia is less expensive to use than 
its synthetic counterparts. 

The FDA addresses two question¬ 
able studies as absolute proof that 
stevia is not safe. The first, ineptly 
done by a graduate student in South 
America, says it may have a mild 
contraceptive property. The other, 
published in a Brazilian pharmaco¬ 
logical journal, was extremely sloppy 
science and no one but the FDA 
gives it any credence whatsoever.

In case nobody shares FDA’s “con¬ 
cern” about stevia' s possible 
contraceptive qualities, they came up 
with some strictly “hearsay” evi¬ 
dence, which they’ve never seen, 
through the South American “grape¬ 
vine” that stevia may be unsafe for 
having a hypothetical hypoglycemic 
effect on some individuals.

Dear Mr. Rodes: 

This letter is written in response to the May 13,1998 letter by Ms. Jaylene M. Sarracino, Esq., 
addressed to the attention of Ms. Stella Notzon of this office, on the subject of further detainment of 
Stevita Co. stevia products under Entry Numbers 125-0981854-3 & 125-0981567-1. Ms. Sarracino’s 
letter documents a telephone conversation with Ms. Notzon on the subject of cookbooks and other 
publications used in the marketing of your stevia products. In her letter, Ms. Sarracino states that on 
May 14,1998, Stevita Co. will discontinue the sale of any publications, and will sever all links to web¬ 
site information referencing the questionable use of stevia products. She indicates the stevia products 
will be marketed strictly as dietary supplements with only the labeling currently appearing on the 
product containers. 

The agency appreciates Stevita Co’s expressed intention to comply with the law. However, a current 
inventory must be taken by an investigator of this office, who will also be available to witness 
destruction of the cookbooks, literature and other publications for the purpose of verifying 
compliance. Additionally, your stevia products currently in distributor and retail channels with the 
offending cookbooks, literature and other publications continue to be in violation of the Federal Food, 
Drug and Cosmetic Act (the Act). These products are unapproved food additives in violation of Section 
409, and adulterated within the meaning of Section 402 (a) (2) (c) of the Act. 

We are prepared to pursue further regulatory action against these products should they continue to be 
adulterated in distribution. The inspection of your facility on April 27,1998 conducted jointly by 
investigators of the Food and Drug Administration (FDA) and the Texas Department of Health, along 
with visits to your consignees, documented your firm's continued marketing of your stevia products 
as conventional foods accompanied by offending literature, cookbooks and other publications, 
in violation of the Act as cited in the FDA warning letter of March 6,1998. 

Further regulatory action will be considered against new shipments of stevia products marketed in this 
manner, as well as against those parent lots from which the adulterated products are being marketed.

aspartame in the first place as a 
tabletop sweetener (in 1981 and 
1983) for aqueous solution [soft 
drinks]. Some FDA toxicologists 
even went as far as to show the 
tests were “falsified” to get aspar¬ 
tame approved in the first place. 
Aspartame was first FDA-approved 
in 1974, but that approval was re¬ 
scinded before it could get to the 
market place because of concerns 
about one of the breakdown prod¬ 
ucts, DKP causing brain tumors in 
laboratory animals. At a Washing¬ 
ton DC news conference, 
November 1997, John Olney, MD, 
noted brain researcher, presented his 
compelling findings of a 10% in¬ 
crease in brain tumors since the 
advent of aspartame on the market.

Tangled Webs... 

There is a secret war going on in 
this country of which most consum¬

manufacturers who offer the public 
a safe, natural alternative to those 
synthetic sweeteners produced in a 
chemist’s lab. It is about money and 
power — greed and avarice. 

At stake are billions of dollars spent 
by health-conscious American con¬ 
sumers, most of whom admirably 
wish to avoid as many things “chemi¬ 
cal” and “artificial” in their food 
supply as possible. 

The United States Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) is supposed 
to protect the public's health. How¬ 
ever, when one begins examining 
their behavior with respect to stevia , 
one wonders where their loyalties 
lie... with the consuming public (who 
pays their official compensation) or 
the corporate artificial sweetner 
manufacturers? For some odd rea¬ 
son, the FDA is obsessed with 
keeping stevia out of this country at 
all costs. 

Until 1995, the FDA enforced an all- 
out ban on the import of stevia, 
labeling it an unsafe food additive. 
Then, the passage of the Dietary 
Supplement Health and Educa¬ 
tion Act of 1994 (DSHEA) made 
stevia leaves, the extract of stevia 
leaves, or stevioside allowable for 
import and commerce in the United 
States of America, if they are ex¬ 
plicitly labeled as a Dietary 
Supplement , or for use as a dietary 
ingredient of a dietary supplement. 

While DSHEA placed stevia be¬ 
yond the FDA’s reach, it prohibits 
manufacturers from making any 
claims that even imply stevia is 
sweet. Such an action would place 
it into the food additive category 
and allow the agency to declare it 
unsafe. So while marketers can’t 
mention stevia's biggest selling point 
— its sweetness — they are free to 
sell it as a dietary supplement. (Di¬ 
etary benefits are blood sugar 
regulation and digestion aid.) 


A major effort — complete with pe¬ 
titions and supporting documentation 
— is underway to have stevia rec¬ 
ognized as a "GRAS" (Generally 
Recognized As Safe) food additive. 
However, the FDA claims no peti¬ 
tions have been filed by product 
manufacturers seeking to use stevia 
as an ingredient in their product. 

What they really mean is that the 
FDA has never accepted a petition 
filed by a food or beverage manu¬ 
facturer seeking to use stevia as a 
sweetener in their product. Several, 
including Lipton, filed petitions only 
to be denied acceptance for some 
FDA-invented “technical error.” 

FDA attempts to compel 

the destruction of cookbooks 

In an unprecedented move earlier 
this year, FDA officials threatened 
legal action against Texas-based 
Stevita Co.—importers of the 
sweet-tasting herbal dietary supple¬ 
ment, stevia —for distributing books 
and literature about their product. 
The three books in particular are: 

• Cooking with Stevia: The Naturally Sweet 
& Calorie-Free Herb - James Kirkland 

• Stevia Rebaudiana: Nature’s Sweet Secret 
- David Richard 

• The Stevia Story: A tale of incredible sweet¬ 
ness & intrigue - Linda Bonvie, Bill Bonvie 
and Donna Gates 

This is but another volley in a bitter 
campaign against Texas-based 
Stevita Company by federal Food 
and Drug Administration (FDA) of¬ 
ficials. Stevita Company, Inc is a 
marketer of stevia products im¬ 
ported from Brazil, where company 
president, Oscar Rodes owns the 
patent. The US patent for manu¬ 
facturing stevia products has been 
"bought up but not used" by 
Monsanto [makers of controversial 
artificial sweetener, NutraSweet] 

The FDA, an agency of the federal 
government, is responsible for up¬ 
holding the U.S. Constitution which 
guarantees freedom of speech and 
expression. This responsibility was 


drawn into question on May 19th 
when FDA Compliance Officer, 
James R. Lahar faxed a letter to 
Stevita Company addressing the de¬ 
struction of2,500 books he deemed 
"offending," at a cost to the com¬ 
pany well in excess of $10,000. The 
letter further threatens that investi¬ 
gators will conduct a current 
inventory and "witness the destruc¬ 
tion of the cookbooks, literature, and 
other publications for the purpose of 
verifying compliance" upon its fourth 
visit to Stevita Company this year. 

Tonya Rodes, marketing director for 
the Stevita Company said the FDA 
ordered the action because the 
books contain general information 
that include: history, usages and sci¬ 
entific studies regarding stevia. 
According to Rodes, when the FDA 
agents showed up, he said that he 
would not destroy the books unless 
his attorney advised him to do so. 
However, Rodes told them, if the 
FDA officers wanted to destroy 
them, he would merely use his video 
camera to record the event. The 
FDA officers left. 

Rodes also claims that the FDA of¬ 
ficials told him that they wanted 
Rodes to recall all the copies of the 
books he had already sold. Accord¬ 
ing to Rodes, that amounts to more 
than 4,000 copies. 

Lahar now claims he never ordered 
the books destroyed. In an interview, 
he said, 

The sentence reads to the effect 
that if books are going to be de¬ 
stroyed, we'd like to observe it. 

When asked then where the idea for 
destroying books came from, Lahar 
said he wouldn’t answer, but re¬ 
ferred the questions to the press 
office in Washington DC and FDA 
Associate Chief Counsel for En¬ 
forcement Anna Marie Kempic in 
DC. Kempic did not return calls.

Dear Mr. Armey: 

This is in response to your letter of June 9,1998, concerning the use of stevia as a sweetener in food, and concerning voluntary 
actions proposed by the Stevita Company of Arlington, Texas, to come into compliance with the labeling requirements for dietary 
supplements. These proposed actions were in response to detentions of its imported products and a warning letter from the Food and 
Drug Administration [FDA or the Agency]. FDA has had contact with the Stevita Company over several years about the company’s 
importation, sale and marketing of stevia. 

It must be stated first that FDA has never ordered the destruction of Stevita Company cookbooks, or any other books related to stevia, 
as has been alleged. In order to reiterate Agency practice and procedure regarding the disposition of publications implicated in 
compliance or enforcement actions, FDA issued a memorandum to remind employees in the field of Agency policy on the disposition 
of such publications. Acopy of this memorandum is enclosed. 

Stevia may be sold in the United States as a dietary supplement, but not for any use in food, including use as a sweetener. The 
Dietary Supplement Health and Education Act [DSHEA] of 1994 defined the terms “dietary supplement" to exclude products 
represented for use as conventional foods. DSHEA also excluded dietary ingredients in dietary supplements from the definition of 
“food additive” in the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act [FD&C Act]. Accordingly, a product represented for use as a sweetener 
in food is not a dietary supplement and is subject to the food additive provisions of Section 409 of the FD &C Act, unless it is generally 
recognized among qualified experts as safe for its intended use in food [GRAS]. Stevia is not an approved food additive, and FDA 
does not believe it to be [GRAS]. For these reasons, the Agency established Import Alert #45-06, Automatic Detention of Stevia 
Leaves, Stevioside extract stevia leaves and Food Containing Stevia, on May 17,1991. Following passage of DSHEA in 1994, FDA 
revised Import Alert #45-06 to clarify that stevia could be imported only for use as or in a dietary supplement. 

In March 1998, FDA issued a warning letter to Stevita Company about its marketing of stevia with promotional literature, such as a 
Stevita Company cookbook, which described the sweetener use of Stevita stevia in food. This type of promotional literature, all of 
which referred to Stevita Company stevia, is considered labeling under the FD&C Act. Because such literature represented the stevia 
products for use as a sweetener, i.e., as a conventional food, it rendered the products unapproved food additives under the FD&C 
Act. Subsequently, FDA detained some stevia that the Stevita Company was intending to import. 

In response to the warning letter, the attorney for Stevita Company informed FDAof the company’s intention to cease marketing stevia 
with Stevita stevia cookbooks and other promotional literature in question, and to conduct a withdrawal of the books and literature from 
its retailers for return to the Stevita Company. In a voluntary compliance situation, such as the subject Stevita matter, the disposition 
of any printed materials that function as labeling is the prerogative of the manufacturer, distributor, wholesaler, or retailer. 

It is standard practice for FDA to verify activities agreed to by manufacturers and distributors in order to come into compliance with the 
requirements of the FD&C Act. Stevita Company had a number of available options for bringing its activities into compliance. Because 
FDA believed that the company intended to destroy its remaining inventory of promotional literature, and FDA advised the company 
that it was available to witness such compliance activity should the company choose that alternative. This notification may have been 
based on a misunderstanding of the company’s intentions; however, at no time did the Agency request or require the destruction of 
the cookbooks or any other related literature. 

On June 29,1998, the Agency informed Stevita Company's attorney that it was releasing the detained stevia because Stevita 
Company had relabeled its stevia products, had ceased marketing them with materials that represented them for use as a sweetener 
in food, and had agreed to a market withdrawal of such materials. In that letter, FDA specifically reminded the company that there are 
ways of selling stevia cookbooks that do not cause them to become labeling for Stevita's products. 

We hope this information is helpful.

A Danger to Society... 

The FDA’s ability to evaluate any 
substance objectively has been 
called into question by consumers 
and independent researchers alike. 
Senator Metzenbaum called FDA 
officials mere “Handmaidens to In¬ 
dustry” in the 1987 Senate 
Hearings on the Safety of Aspar¬ 
tame. Corporate megabucks 
influence and determine the actions 
of that government agency created 
to protect the consumer from harm. 

Corporations routinely “cover them¬ 
selves” by donating millions to 
organizations such as: American Di¬ 
etetic Association and others. FDA 
officials routinely hop with jumping- 
bean-like ease from government to 
private industry and back. 

Moderate critics of this government 
agency are suggesting not that we 
rid ourselves of a Food and Drug 
Administration—only that we rid 
ourselves of the present “corrupted” 
Food and Drug Administration thus 
changing the current FDA focus of 
protecting the profits of the giants

Subject: Regulatory Policy on the Disposition of Publications 
To: All Office of Regulatory Affairs Employees 

This memorandum is intended to remind you of our policy concerning the disposition of publications 
and other printed materials that cause a regulated product to violate the Federal Food, Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act, as amended [the Act]. 

As you may be aware, FDA has been accused of directing the destruction of certain cookbooks 
and other literature associated with the promotion and sale of stevia, an herbal substance. Although 
such was not the case, this matter has been reported in the press and has been raised in a number 
of inquiries both from the public an the Congress. 

Our policy is clear: FDA does not seek or condone the destruction of books or other publications. 
Historically, FDA policy and practice has tried to be sensitive to the potential First Amendment 
issues associated with the regulation of books and other printed materials that function as labeling, 
or as evidence of the intended use of a product [see Compliance Policy Guide 7153.13]. As a 
matter of policy, FDA does not request the destruction [including burning] of books or other 
publications that cause a regulated product to be in violation of the Act. This policy applies both in 
the context of a voluntary compliance activity and as part of an enforcement action. In the context 
of judicial enforcement, disposition of any labeling subject to the court's jurisdiction is determined by 
the court. In a voluntary compliance situation, the disposition is the prerogative of the manufacturer, 
distributor, wholesaler, or retailer. Agency policy and practice do not authorize field employees to 
direct or otherwise limit the options for disposition of violative labeling or other printed materials in 
such circumstances. Good judgment should always be exercised in such matters.

Deja Vu?... 

Recently, the US military made pre¬ 
emptive cruise missile attacks on 
what the US administration claimed 
were terrorist facilities. Congres¬ 
sional leaders rushed to embrace 
the President's action. The only per¬ 
son I saw questioning this action was 
former Secretary of Defence "Cap" 
Weinberger. He stated that he had 
misgivings about the timing, the pro- 
tocols used, and the lack of 
international participation. It may 
turn out that he gave the most intel¬ 
ligent response of all. 

The backdrop of the raids were 
eerily similar to the plot of a popu¬ 
lar movie... Wag the Dog. In the 
movie, a president plagued by sex 
scandals is convinced by his advi¬ 
sors to stage a war to get his 
popularity ratings up. In real life, the 
President — plagued by sex scan¬ 
dals -- decides to do something 
"Presidential" on the day of 
Monica's Lewinski's grand jury tes¬ 
timony. His "Presidential" act was 
to unilaterally launch missile strikes 
against alleged terrorist bases. 
(Ironically, the Presidential Press 
Corps had just sat down to view the 
movie —Wag the Dog —when the 
attacks were launched.) 


the manner and timing of the attacks 
makes it appear that this President 
will abuse the Office of the Presi¬ 
dent for personal gain. Furthermore, 
there are strong indications coming 
out of Sudan that the devastated 
Shifa pharmaceutical factory in 
Khartoum, Sudan had NO CON¬ 
NECTIONS with terrorist groups 
whatsoever and most definitely did 
NOT produce any biological or 
chemical weapons. 

The al-Shifa Factory 

The al-Shifa factory provided 50% 
of the human pharmaceutical needs 
of Sudan and 10% of the veterinar¬ 
ian pharmaceutical needs of Africa. 
Sudan is in a state of war and there 
is a US embargo on medical imports. 
If allowed to operate at full capac¬ 
ity, it would have self-satisfied the 
needs of Sudan and a large part of 
Africa in human as well as veteri¬ 
narian medicines. 


There are two factories like Shifa 
in Egypt, but for the rest of Africa, 
the Shifa was unique. Its products 
were also exported to Chad, Yemen, 
and it was under contract with Iraq, 
with U.N., approval. In short, the 
factory vitally served Sudanese, 
African, and the Arab world's need 
for low-cost pharmaceuticals. 

When production began at the Shifa 
plant there were drastic decreases 
in local pharmaceutical prices. For 
example, Rephampicin , which is 
used to fight tumors and TB, which 
usually hit the poor, and which usu¬ 
ally has to be used for an average 
of six months per patient, was be¬ 
ing sold for only 20% of the 
pre-production market price. 


Choosing terrorist targets was an in¬ 
genious ploy on the President's part.

majority of this nation. The tarring 
of the targets with the terrorist brush 
makes it difficult to criticize the ac¬ 
tion for that very reason.

According to Ahmed Salem ~ pro¬ 
duction manager of the Shifa factory 
from the day the factory was con¬ 
ceived on paper in 1989 until the day 
it perished—the factory produced 
medication for human and animal 
consumption. The al-Shifa factory 
consisted of three different plants: 

• General plant... produces gen¬ 
eral medicinal products 
according to Good Manufacture 
Practice (GMP) requirements. 
Products produced in this plant 
include Paracetamol, and treat¬ 
ments for blood pressure, 
diabetes, and ulcers. The gen¬ 
eral plant is made up of two lines: 

1) the tablets line, and 2) the syr¬ 
ups line. 

• Penicillin plant... produces 
penicillin in various forms. It has 
two lines also: 1) capsules, and 

2) dry suspensions (powders). 

• Veterinarian plant... produces 
products for animal use. It is

made up of four lines, one syr¬ 
ups line, two dry suspension 
lines, and one poulas line. 

Financial Aspects 

The Clinton administration claims the 
factory was financed by terrorist 
leader Bin Laden. Ahmed Salem 
states otherwise: 

Look, I know where every penny 
came from. Bin Laden, I never 
saw him in my life! I only learned 
about him from the media. Bashir 
Hassan Bashir, the major partner, 
also never knew or met Bin Laden 
either. Furthermore, Bin Laden 
never saw or been to the factory 
in his whole life. 

The original financing came from 
three sources: 

• Bashir Hassan Bashir (60%) - 

Sudanese businessman who has 
many companies in Sudan. He 
owns several pharmaceuticals 
and other companies, and is the 
largest importer of pharmaceuti¬ 
cals into Sudan. He is the sole 
agent of many British, Italian, 
Indian, and Jordanian pharma¬ 
ceutical firms. 

• Baaboud Maritime Agency 
(40%) -a company made up of 
Sudanese and Saudi investors 
headquartered in Jedda, Saudi 
Arabia. They own large ships and 
some maritime agencies. 

• Preferential Trade Agree¬ 
ment (PTA) Bank ($5,750 
million loan) - an African bank 
located in Nairobi, Kenya, which 
operates as an investment bank 
for the ten East African states 
that have a preferential trade 
agreement between them. 

In March 1998, the factory was 
sold completely to Salah-Eddin 
Ahmad Idris , a Sudanese business¬ 
man. 

Ahmed Salem challenges anyone to 
provide evidence of financing from 
outside the aforementioned sources 
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above. Furthermore, Mr. Salem's 
company is willing provide written 
documentation of purchases to a 
neutral UN commission if asked. 

Roundup or Emptsf! 

A senior American official, a few 
hours after the strike, claimed that 
al-Shifa wasn't a normal pharma¬ 
ceutical factory, but was 
manufacturing Empta , which is sup¬ 
posedly used to produce the nerve 
gas VX, Iraqi-style. This claim is 
based upon a single soil sample that 
the CIA allegedly took a few yards 
away from the factory. They stated 
that lab tests revealed the presence 
of Empta therein. 

Experts outside the US government 
point out that this lone sample — if 
not preserved carefully and tested 
promptly — could mislead since 
Empta has a similar chemical struc¬ 
ture to several commercially 
available pesticides and herbicides 
like Round-Up. Still the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment having launched the strike 
on the basis of this lone sample, in¬ 
sists that the sample at hand 
indicates the presence of Empta 
when re-tested. When confronted 
with this information, Ahmed Salem 
emphatically declared: 

I do not know what the heck 
Empta is!! I never heard about it 
before. 

Ahmed Salem points out that there's 
no proof that the CIA took any 
samples, unless they took them in 
secret, in which case he doesn't 
know where they took that sample 
from, and from which geographical 
spot in the world. He personally in¬ 
vites them to come in and take a 
sample from right inside the factory 
itself. The rubble of the factory and 
the soil around it are still right there. 

He believes that the Sudanese gov¬ 
ernment has requested of the 
United Nations to send a neutral 
commission to collect any amount 
of samples from the soil, the build- 


If al-Shifa plant had 
been a nerve agent production 
facility half of the population of 
Khartoum woud have been 
killed without even any decla¬ 
ration of war or warning that 
armed hostility existed be¬ 
tween the United States and 
Sudan.... and people criticized 
President Reagen for "shoot¬ 
ing from the hip!" 
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ings, and the machines located any¬ 
where in and around the factory they 
like. It is Salem's understanding that 
Sudanese government will leave the 
factory as is for a long period to 
come. Nothing will be moved (un¬ 
like Waco or Oklahoma City where 
evidence was razed immediately). 

The refreshing openness and will¬ 
ingness of the management of the 
al-Shifa Plant to show even the 
building plans and designs (many 
of which are proprietary) lends a lot 
of credibility to their side of the 
story that the Shifa factory was a 
civilian pharmaceutical facility, not 
connected to Bin Laden whatso¬ 
ever. 

A New Foreign Policy 

Immediately after the attack, we 
were informed that international ter¬ 
rorism is now supposed to represent 
a threat so serious that it justifies 
American military action virtually 
unlimited in space and time—the 
strikes against Sudan and Afghani¬ 
stan were appropriately code-named 
Operation Infinite Reach. 

The total number of Americans 
killed in international terrorist inci¬ 
dents over the past decade is 98 
(fewer than are struck by lightning 
in the average year), yet US offi¬ 
cials talk of preparing for a "de¬ 
cades-long" struggle. This is to be 
accompanied by a degree of mili¬ 
tary secrecy more severe than at 


any time since World War II (ac¬ 
cording to the Times). Such loose 
talk reveals the raids' true nature: 
the need for a foreign enemy which 
provides ideological focus for the 
population and provides a justifi¬ 
cation for the maintenance of an 
immense military establishment, 
required both to defend the in¬ 
terests of American corporations 
abroad and suppress any chal¬ 
lenge to the government at home. 

Clinton with State Department and 
Pentagon officials emphasize that the 
missile attacks were not merely 
one-time efforts, but a significant 
change in American foreign policy. 
The change is not simply a political 
maneuver, however. With or with¬ 
out Lewinsky, the "war against ter¬ 
rorism" would have been launched. 

In specialized journals devoted to 
American foreign policy, strategists 
discuss in blunt terms the issues ob¬ 
scured in the mass media. One ex¬ 
pert, Harvard Professor Samuel P. 
Huntingdon, wrote an article in For¬ 
eign Affairs last year on the fall of 
the Iron Curtain, the end of the Cold 
War and its implications for the 
United States. His essay was filled 
with foreboding over the implications 
for US domestic political stability of 
the collapse of America's traditional 
foreign foe. 

Huntingdon cited the need "to find 
purposes for the use of American 
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power. This need has led the Ameri¬ 
can foreign policy establishment to 
search frantically for new purposes 
that would justify a continuing US 
role in world affairs comparable to 
that of the Cold War." 

The "war on terrorism," far from 
being an aberration, or merely an 
opportunistic effort by Clinton to 
escape his political crisis, may rep¬ 
resent an attempt to find a new axis 
for American foreign policy. 

An Illegal Act of War 

Anytime a country unleashes it mili¬ 
tary might against another, it is an 
act of war. In this case, we sent 30 
sophisticated missiles deep inside 
another country to remove a factory 
(in a highly populated area) engaged 
in an humanitarian mission... provid¬ 
ing low cost medicine to an impov¬ 
erished area of the world. 

This was an act without honor. We 
immediately declared war upon Ja¬ 
pan for a similar sneak attack... only 
their's was directly targeted at mili¬ 
tary targets. 

If the target factory had been what 
the Clinton administration claims, it 
would have taken out half the popu¬ 
lation of Khartoum. Today, many 
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agonize over Truman's decision to 
"nuke" Japan... a country we were 
at war with at. The effects to the 
population would have been the 
same, only I believe Truman was 
justified because he was in an ac¬ 
tive, declared war against a state. 

Clinton may claim he is justified be¬ 
cause of a vaguely defined "war on 
terrorism" — that was undeclared 
before this dramatic action. In Viet¬ 
nam, a Lt Calley learned that one 
does not shoot unarmed civilians 
regardless of the order. This is no 
less an action, except on a much 
grander scale. 

Why Exotic Researchers

However, I feel it is important 
for one to be completely aware of 
events occurring that have the po¬ 
tential to alter our everyday lives. 
Although the primary focus of this 
magazine is (and will continue to be 
so in the future) 21st science and 
technology, we will be covering 
major events that from time to time 
are deliberately ignored by the ma¬ 
jor media. 

In unleashing a "war on terrorism" 
alleging financial connections to an 
alleged individual terrorist, our gov¬ 
ernment endangered a foreign city 
hosting a company that produced 
low cost pharmaceuticals. Anyone 
can be called a terrorist. What's 
next... a cruise missile assault on a 
factory in Los Angeles that pro¬ 
duces "free energy" devices... Noth¬
